MATCH SERIES RETURNS AFTER 16 YEARS 


he Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
Championships series is back. 

The Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association and its affiliates at the 
Maryland Jockey Club (Pimlico Race 
Course and Laurel Park); Delaware 
Park; Greenwood Gaming and Enter¬ 
tainment (Parx); Penn National Gaming 
(Penn National Race Course); Darby 
Development (Monmouth Park); Eldor¬ 
ado Resorts (Presque Isle Downs); and 
the Pennsylvania Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association are proud to 
announce their joint participation after 
regional discussions during the past six 
months led to an agreement to revive 
the MATCH Series and expand coopera¬ 
tion among aU stakeholders in the region. 

MATCH, which debuted in 1997 and 
ran for five years, is a regional racing 
series and the only one of its kind that 
combines stakes and bonuses for own¬ 
ers and trainers over a five-month span. 
Horses earn points based on participation 
and order of finish, and the leading points 
earners in each division, as well as the 
overall owner and trainer, win bonuses. 

The 2018 series includes five divisions: 
3-Year-Olds & Up Long—Dirt; 3-Year- 
Olds & Up Sprint-Dirt; 3-Year-Olds & 



Up Fillies and Mares Sprint—Dirt; 3-Year 
Olds & Up Sprint-Turf; and 3-Year-Olds 
and Up FiUies and Mares Sprint-Turf 
Each division wiU have five races from 
mid-May through mid-September. 

Total purse money is $2.9 million. 
Horsemen will compete for $450,000 in 
bonus money, aU contributed by the par¬ 
ticipating horsemen’s organizations. 

The first-, second- and third-place 
owners in each division will earn $20,000, 
$15,000, and $10,000. The top three train¬ 
ers will earn $15,000, $10,000 and $5,000. 
The MATCH Series overall top owner 
will win $50,000, while the top trainer 
wiU earn $25,000. 

MATCH will debut Preakness Stakes 
weekend at Pimlico with the Skipat Stakes 


and the Jim McKay Turf Sprint May 18 
and will continue on May 19, Preakness 
Day, with the The Very One Stakes and 
the Maryland Sprint Stakes. 

The series will be contested through¬ 
out the summer at Delaware Park, Laurel 
Park, Monmouth Park, Parx, Penn 
National and Presque Isle, culminat¬ 
ing with Championship Weekend, Sept. 
15-16 at Laurel, Parx and Presque Isle. 
The tracks have agreed to support 
the series and not run competing races. 
The racing directors at aU participating 
tracks worked together to select divisions 
that could provide the least amount of 
overlap and, hopefully, larger fields. 

"I am delighted that the series is 
returning,” said MATCH creator and 
THA chairman Alan Foreman. "The 
Mid-Atlantic region has been working 
cooperatively on so many levels dur¬ 
ing the past five years, and the renewal 
of MATCH is a further testament to this 
cooperation. I am pleased that we are 
able to teU the horsemen who have asked 
about MATCH so many times over recent 
years that it is back.”

Interstate anti-doping 
biii under consideration

L egislation that would enable Maryland to join a proposed “Interstate Compact on 
Anti-Doping and Drug Testing Standards” has been proposed in the state legisla¬ 
ture, and proponents are optimistic about its chances of passing. 

The proposed biU has been introduced in both houses of the General Assembly, 
and House Bill 1177, co-sponsored by Delegates Anne Kaiser (D-Montgomery) and 
Frank Turner (D-Howard), had a hearing in the Ways and Means Committee Feb. 28. 

The Maryland Racing Commission Feb. 22 unanimously endorsed the legislation. 
Commission executive director Mike Hopkins called it the “most significant” of sev¬ 
eral pending pieces of legislation that could affect Maryland racing. 

The biU also has the support of several regional horsemen’s groups, including the 
Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association. 

The biU would authorize the state Racing Commission to join a proposed Compact 
Commission, which would form once two or more states agree to join it. 

The goal of the Compact, according to the fiscal and poUcy note prepared by the 
General Assembly’s Department of Legislative Services, is “to enable member states to 
act jointly and cooperatively to create more uniform, effective and efficient” rules and 
regulations regarding which drugs are permitted and prohibited in racing. 

“We’re trying to have uniformity in the region,” said Alan Foreman, the chairman 
of the Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, the umbreUa group for state-level 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Associations. “From a standpoint of uniformity, we reaUy 
haven’t done it aU for the horsemen.” 

Once the Compact is formed, each member state wiU have one voting delegate. The 
Compact wiU be able—after foUowing substantial pubUc involvement rules not unUke a 
state commission—to adopt new medication rules by an 80 percent supermajority only. 
That means in essence that the Compact wiU only act in cases with overwhelming sup¬ 
port. Any rule it does adopt wiU, according to the legislation, “constitute a duly adopt¬ 
ed and vaUd state rule.” 

“Once that compact adopts a particular rule, it’s adopted in aU the states at the same 
time,” Hopkins told the Commission.

bers most about her father was that he was 
first and foremost a horseman. 

“When he was HBPA president, he 
fought for what was best for the horse¬ 
men,” Walters said. “I don’t think there was 
anyone who didn’t respect him, 
they might not have agreed 
with him all the time, but he 
commanded respect. He got 
it, because he was articulate, 
fair and he spoke his mind. My 
father was the most brutally 
honest person. He won races, 
because he did things the right 
way and everyone respected 
that.” 

Hilton trained beloved 
Maryland-bred Turn Capp for 
owner/breeder C. Oliver Gold¬ 
smith, former master of the 
Howard County Hounds and 
vice president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

“She wasn’t a fancy filly, but 
she just had heart and kept win¬ 
ning,” Walters said. “She raced 
from Bowie, to Monmouth, to 
Keystone and everywhere in 
between.” 

From 44 starts. Turn Capp 
won 20, including three stakes, 
finished second 13 times (one 
the Grade 3 Whitemarsh Han¬ 
dicap) and was third three 
times. She became a success¬ 
ful broodmare, and was rec-

Broodmare of the Year. 

In 1980, Hilton saddled nine winners 
in a row, a record that lasted 16 years until 
broken by Frank Passero at Gulfstream 
Park. At the time of his passing Hilton was 
the aU-time winningest trainer at Charles 
Town. 

When he got sick, the physical demands 
of the job proved to be too much. Hilton’s 
son-in-law took over the string of 30 
horses. 

“The day he died he had four horses in 
at Charles Town and David was taking care 
of them aU,” Walters said. “When he came 
to the hospital David said he did every¬ 
thing he could to get Robert a win today, 
but it just didn’t happen.” 

Though Hilton was gone too soon, his 
family holds on to the memories and the 
life lessons taught by their patriarch, who 
received the rare honor of a memorial race 
in 2012. As in previous years the family 
will present the trophy to the winning con¬ 
nections.

O n Saturday, April 21, racing fans 
will turn to West Virginia for 
the $1.2 million Charles Town 
Classic-G2, one of six stakes on the card 
at Charles Town Races. The classic anchors 
the richest day of racing in the state, but 
the Robert Hilton Memorial poses a nice 
test for 3-year-olds at 7 furlongs. 

And brings back some memories of 
Hilton-husband, father and horseman. 

Hilton grew up in Silver Spring, Md., 
and trained at Charles Town for 45 years 
before passing away at 66 in 1998. A pas¬ 
sion and great love for horses and the sport 
drove his career, as he amassed more than 
2,500 wins as a trainer. 

Ann Hilton said how, growing up, 
her husband would spend days at the 
Aitcheson family’s farm in Laurel, Md., 
where a young Robert became fast friends 
with Joe Aitcheson Jr., who later became 
a Hall of Famer and America’s leading 
steeplechase jockey of aU-time. 


“That’s where [Robert] would go to 
learn about horses and ride,” Hilton said. 
“At 6 feet taU he was not going to become 
a jockey, but working at the farm reaUy got 
him going and gave him the opportunity to 
be hands on with horses.” 

Then, life came calling. 

In the 1970s, Hilton joined the Coast 
Guard and was sent off to Cape May, N.J., 
followed by Hawaii before joining the 
Navy Reserve, traveling to Paris. When 
he returned to the U.S. he knew what he 
wanted to do with his life. Hilton worked 
under trainers in Maryland for the early 
part of his career, but quickly broke off 
on his own and in 1955 earned his first win 
as a trainer with Grayling at Cumberland 
Race Track in western Maryland. 

Growing up on the backside of Charles 
Town, Hilton’s only child Ellen sacrificed 
vacations and a normal childhood for long 
days and nights at the track, later marrying 
trainer David Walters. What she remem-

BANDBOX BUFFUM 
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B urt Bacharach. Universally 

recognisable, it’s a name that brings to 
mind timeless titles and lyrics penned 
by one of the most prolific and successful 
songwriters of the 20th century Millions 
can readily answer that Bacharach wrote 
“What The World Needs Now Is Love,” 
“Raindrops Keep Failin’ On My Head,” “I’ll 
Never Fall In Love Again,” to name a few. 

But a considerably smaller percentage 
of the population is aware that Bacharach 
also enjoyed success as a Thoroughbred 
breeder and owner—much of it through 
West Virginia and an association with 
the Moscarelli family Bacharach’s 
manager Fred Braunstein played polo 
with Vinnie Moscarelli and made an 
introduction in the 1970s. Moscarelli and 
Bacharach bought a farm in Charles Town, 
dubbed Country Roads, pooled their 
mares and started producing standout 
Thoroughbreds who often went far 
beyond their roots. Heartlight No. One 
won an Eclipse Award in 1983. Soul of 
the Matter was a Grade 1 winner who 
finished second in the first Dubai World 
Cup to Cigar and earned $2.3 million. 

One of Bacharach’s best was 
Afternoon Deelites, who won six graded 
stakes, earned more than $1 million and is 
still turning heads at age 26. 


From the foal crop of 1992, the dark 
bay was sired by Private Terms and out of 
the winless Medaille d’Or mare Intimate 
Girl, also a homebred for Bacharach’s 
Blue Seas Music. Foaled at Country Roads, 
Afternoon Deelites did his early prep 
work with the MoscareUis —on the farm, 
at Florida’s Palm Beach Downs, then 
Delaware Park and on to California trainer 
Richard Mandella. 

“He was a rambunctious little thing,” 
said Suzanne Moscarelli, Vinnie’s wife. 
“When we were breaking him I remember 
his paddock had a bit of a downhill part 
right at the beginning and he loved to rear 
there. He would always do that. He was a 
lively thing.” 

She knew he’d be fast, but couldn’t 
have predicted the success to come. 

Afternoon Deelites won his debut 
at Santa Anita in October 1994. The 
colt added the Hollywood Prevue-G3 
and Hollywood Futurity-G1 (by 6 y 2 
lengths over Thunder Gulch) to his list 
as a 2-year-old. MandeUa chose the San 
Vicente-G3 at Santa Anita to kick off the 
colt’s 3-year-old season. It was another 
small field and another winner’s check 
as Afternoon Deelites stamped himself 
one of the early favorites for the 1995 
Kentucky Derby. Five weeks later, he 


extended his undefeated streak to five 
when “confidently handled” by Kent 
Desormeaux in the San Felipe-G2 while 
beating Timber Country. 

Sent off as the favorite in his final 
Derby prep, he was handed his first 
loss-by a head-to Larry the Legend in 
the Santa Anita Derby-Gl in April. 

In Louisville, the entry of Timber 
Country and Serena’s Song entered the 
gate as favorite. But it was Thunder 
Gulch who scored the upset as one of 
the longest shots in the field, paying $51. 
Bidding to become the first West Virginia- 
bred to win the Derby, Afternoon Deelites 
finished eighth. After a seven-month 
freshening, he picked up where he left off 
and put a bow on the year with another 
Grade 1 win in the Malibu Stakes the day 
after Christmas. 

In four starts at 4, Afternoon Deelites 
won Keeneland’s Commonwealth-G2 
and was second in the Strub-Gl at Santa 
Anita and Metropolitan Handicap-Gl at 
Belmont Park. 

Retirement followed the Metropolitan, 
and Bacharach’s runner began his stud 
career in 1997 at Airdrie Stud in Midway, 
Ky, with a high-gloss record of 12-7-3-0 
and $1,061,193 in earnings. The earnings 
figure is still third on the all-time West 
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Virginia-bred leaderboard behind Soul of the Matter and Russell 
Road. 

After modest results with breeders in Kentucky, Afternoon 
Deelites relocated to Clear Creek Stud in Louisiana where he 
was that state’s leading sire for several seasons. Declining fertility 
became an issue, and in 2011 Clear Creek general manager Val 
Murrell arranged to donate Afternoon Deelites to the Old 
Friends Thoroughbred retirement facility in Georgetown, Ky. 

“We got a call from Burt Bacharach’s office,” said Old Friends 
founder Michael Blowen. “We’re very good friends with his 
ex-wife Angie Dickinson, so that was the connection. She’s come 
and stayed at the farm and is a very big supporter of ours. There 
was that connection which I liked, and I really wanted to take 
Afternoon Deelites because I knew he’d get visitors. He seemed 
to be a perfect fit for us, and he has been, I have to say.” 

Then 19, the new pensioner joined his most famous son who 
was already in residence at the farm. Popcorn Deelites carved 
out a career on the claiming circuits throughout the Midwest and 
Southwest from 2001-05, but took a sabbatical in 2002 to star in 
the movie Seabiscuit. Owner David Hoffman donated the gelding 
to Old Friends where he remains a fan favorite. 

Blowen joked that “I tell people when they come on the tour 
that because of the economy the kids have started having to 
move in with the parents again.” 

One of Afternoon Deelites’ regular visitors is Desormeaux, 
his pilot for aU 12 of his starts. The Hall of Famer began his 
sojourns to Old Friends to spend time with another favorite 
mount. Eclipse champion The Wicked North. 

“Not long after Afternoon Deelites got here, Kent came to the 
farm,” Blowen said. “And I think he got emotional about it because 
the horse really does look the same as when he was running. His 
face is so youthful. I still remember this, and this is verbatim. We 
were standing outside Afternoon Deelites’ stall, and Kent said 
'Michael, I won the Kentucky Derby on Fusaichi Pegasus, Real 
Quiet and Big Brown, and this is the fastest horse I was ever on 
in my life.’ And no one would know that better than Kent.” 

Blowen said Afternoon Deelites “knows who he is and what 
he wants.” Neither cantankerous nor cuddly, the stallion is in 
great health and is an easy keeper until the new spring grass 
comes in, when he’s kept in at night and turned out daily wearing 
a grazing muzzle. 

“If I could name one thing that separates the really good 
horses, it wouldn’t be breeding or conformation, it would be 
intelligence, heart and willpower,” said Blowen. “And he’s one of 
those.” 

Bacharach, 89, stroked a $50,000 check for Afternoon 
Deelites’ care and maintenance when he arrived at Old Friends. 
Blowen keeps him informed via frequent phone calls and emails. 

“Burt came out with his memoir a few years ago, and 
he mentioned Afternoon Deelites in the book. He said 
something to the effect that nothing—not even the Oscars or 
Grammys —ever made him happier than being in the winners’ 
circle at Santa Anita on a sunny day. So one night I got the book 
out and had a picture taken of Afternoon Deelites looking over 
my shoulder reading the book with me. And we sent it to Burt. A 
couple of weeks later. Sue Main, who works for him, called me 
and said thank you so much for sending that. She said he loved 
the photo so much that he had it blown up to life-size and hung 
it up behind his desk. So, every time he goes into his office, the 
first thing he sees is Afternoon Deelites reading his book.” ^

Remembering 
Ronnie Franklin 


R onnie Franklin died in March. At 58. 
Obituaries listed the cause of death 
as lung cancer, but substance abuse 
played a role. Franklin lived hard, and fast. 

At Delaware Park in 1978, he was just 
getting started, as part of a colony that 
included other young hot shots Tommy 
Kupfer (who won everything) and Chris 
Baker, plus veterans Bill Passmore, Vince 
Bracciale Jr. and Herbie Hinojosa. 

Franklin rode for powerful trainer 
Buddy Delp and they were fairly unstop¬ 
pable. Delp’s barn, perpendicular to the 
wide horse path that divided that part of 
the stable area, seemed bigger than others, 
taker, more important. Delp and Franklin 
seemed to win every day. 

At the time, I spent mornings in my 
father’s barn — hotwalking (badly) and rid¬ 
ing the lead pony (worse) on the other side 
of the stable area. I spent afternoons at the 
races, soaking up free air conditioning. I 
was a regular at the grandstand pizza shop 
and the clubhouse ice-cream counter with 
Bobby Connors, another son of a trainer. 
We watched races, learned how to bet 
from Lottie and the other gamblers and 
sometimes checked in with various rela¬ 
tives and friends (Aunt Millie, Aunt Joan, 
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my godfather Jimmy Henry, the hay man 
Roy Orr, Herbie the blacksmith). 

We judged jockeys harshly. You were 
good, or you were bad. Some days you 
could be both. 

To us, Franklin was good because he 
won. He was bad because we liked to root 
against him, probably because he won. We 
were too dumb to know he wasn’t all that 
much older than we were. In August, 
Franklin rode Spectacular Bid in the Dover 
Stakes. The 2-year-old had already won 
twice at Pimlico and finished fourth in 
Monmouth Park’s Tyro Stakes over a slop¬ 
py track. The Dover looked like a logical 
next step to anyone at Delaware that day. 
Spectacular Bid, Franklin and Delp would 
surely win because—weU, because that’s 
what they did. 

They lost, and we were probably happy. 
Little did we know. Spectacular Bid would 
win his next 12 races—the World’s Play¬ 
ground, Champagne, Young America, 
Laurel Futurity, Heritage, Hutcheson, 
Fountain of Youth, Florida Derby, Fla¬ 
mingo, Blue Grass, Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness. Franklin was aboard for aU but 
the Champagne and Young America. The 
kid jockey we watched at Delaware Park 
between bites of cheap pizza was every¬ 
where. He won the Eclipse Award as lead¬ 
ing apprentice in 1978. Spectacular Bid 
was crowned champion 2-year-old. Frank¬ 
lin and The Bid made the cover of Sports 
Illustrated. 

Then it aU went to heU. Spectacular 
Bid lost a Triple Crown when he finished 
third in the Belmont Stakes. Though Delp 
put some of the blame on a safety pin the 
horse stepped on in his staU, the trainer 
also blasted Franklin’s ride. Plenty of oth¬ 
ers did too. 

A lot of factors contribute to drug 
addiction, but surely rocketing to the top 
of a sport and back down again at 19 
wouldn’t help. Days after the Belmont loss, 
Franklin was arrested for possession of 
cocaine, in the parking lot at Disneyland, in 
what would become a lifelong battle with 
addiction. 

Delp did what plenty of trainers 
have done and will do. Changed jockeys. 
Hall of Famer Willie Shoemaker got on 
Spectacular Bid and lost just once in 13 


starts as the horse became the 3-year-old 
champion of 1979 and Horse of the Year 
and champion older male in 1980. Delp 
probably made the decision in part to 
protect Franklin, to remove some pressure. 
The intention was there anyway. But who 
knows how Franklin took the decision? 
How would you have taken it? At 19? 

Shoemaker rode Spectacular Bid for 
the first time in a Delaware Park allowance 
in late August 1979— his first start after the 
Belmont. While cleaning some stuff in my 
basement recently I found a program from 
that day. In pencil. Shoemaker signed the 
page for the seventh race. So did Franklin. 
Can you imagine what that felt like? I was 
14. Franklin was 19. He could have, and 
probably should have, told me to get lost. 

All these years later, as a father of three 
boys ages 16, 22 and 24,1 admire the poise 
Franklin showed in signing that program. 
At what had to be the lowest low, he signed 
his name for a fan. I should have been 
rooting for Franklin every step of the way. 

He grew up in Dundalk, Md., dropped 
out of Patapsco High and wound up on 
the racetrack at 16 despite never having 
worked with horses. He lived with the 
Delps, became a hotwalker, learned to ride, 
galloped at Middleburg Training Center 
and turned natural talent into instant suc¬ 
cess. In his first season as a jockey, Franklin 
rode 1,274 races. He finished with 262 
wins and almost $1.8 million in purse earn¬ 
ings. He topped 100 wins in each of his 
next three seasons and again in 1983 and 
1988, but his career ended in 1992. He won 
more than 1,400 races and horses he rode 
earned in excess of $14 million. The 1979 
Preakness was his last Grade 1 win. 

His nephew Walter CuUum told the 
Baltimore Sun that Franklin (who moved 
back to Baltimore for cancer treatment) 
had been drug-free recently, but the issue 
never really leaves a person. 

Franklin served jail time for a drug 
offense. The Maryland Racing Commission 
suspended him for drug infractions. He 
got clean for a time, and worked in con¬ 
struction with his Narcotics Anonymous 
sponsor. He relapsed, got clean again, even 
exercised horses in Maryland, Louisiana 
and California, dreaming of a comeback. 

It never came. *

Mothers 
of Necessity 

Nurse mares come in many forms 
to assist breeders, foals at trying time

S ometimes you get lucky, even in the 
saddest of times. That’s what hap¬ 
pened to the people at Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air, Md., last year, when they 
lost an unusual number of mares and foals 
during the birthing season and had to turn 
to nurse mares. 

The bereaved mare who turned into a 
warm-hearted substitute mother was the 
best luck of all, according to Country Life 
manager Christy Holden. 

The tale began on a Sunday. A foal 
was born with an infected placenta and 
other issues and he and his mother. Union 
Waters, were taken to New Bolton Center, 
the University of Pennsylvania’s renowned 
veterinary hospital in Kennett Square, Pa. 
The foal died that afternoon, and the mare 
came back to Country Life that evening. 

“So here we were with a mare who had 
just given birth and we hadn’t decided what 
to do with her, in terms of whether we 
should send her to the other farm, where 
we keep the barren and maiden mares, 
until she was ready to be bred again,” said 
Holden. “But the very next day, we had a 
mare. Caller Trust, deliver a filly by Super 
Ninety Nine and she displaced her colon, 
so we rushed her and the foal to New 
Bolton.” 

Veterinarians decided surgery was not 
an option, and Caller Trust was euthanized. 

“Now we have this orphan foal at New 
Bolton and a mare. Union Waters, here 
on the farm, that just lost her foal the day 


before,” said Holden, whose voice still 
quivers when she recalls the sadness of it. 

“We knew Caller Trust’s situation was 
dire when we sent her and the foal to New 
Bolton,” Holden said. “And with Union 
Waters sitting in the barn with her bag still 
dripping milk , I had the staff m ilk her off- 
and-on throughout the day, kind of antici¬ 
pating that maybe we’d have an orphan foal 
and instead of the owner having to search 
for a nurse mare we thought maybe Union 
Waters would accept the orphaned foal.” 

In Thoroughbreds, such an occurrence 
is rare and not something people count on 
when considering options. Nurse mares 
normally come from calmer breeds and 
are often docile draft horses. But, given 
the circumstances . . . maybe the orphan 
foal and the foal-less mare should be given 
a chance. 

“We tranquilized Union Waters and 
backed her into a corner of the stall where 
she wouldn’t be able to kick quite so much. 
With the staff holding her, a twitch on her 
nose, we brought the foal to the door of 
the stall first and just let the mare see her. 
When she didn’t pin her ears or anything, 
we brought the foal into the stall and slow¬ 
ly walked her up to the mare’s shoulder.” 

The mare (who’d had five foals) was 
a little resistant, but not so much that 
Holden and her staff couldn’t get the filly 
next to her. 

“The foal was starving at this point,” 
Holden said. “They had tube fed her some 


milk, some colostrum, at New Bolton, 
but by the time we got her home she was 
hungry. So the foal was kind of bumping 
around on the mare, looking for the udder 
and I reached back and milked the mare 
with my hand a little bit just to get her 
used to something tugging on her while the 
foal was right there next to her. And a few 
minutes later the foal found the bag, and 
got a little drink. 

“The mare was a little squeaUy at first, 
trying to lift her leg up and kick a little bit, 
but it wasn’t as bad as we expected it to be. 
So we just kept a 24-hour guard with her 
because we were afraid she would try to 
hurt the foal if we turned her loose in the 
stall. Basically somebody held this mare aU 
day long, and aU evening.” 

It’s no easy procedure, said Maryland 
veterinarian Dr. Mike Harrison, who point¬ 
ed out that foals generally need to be fed 
20 or more times a day. The Country Life 
crew took shifts holding the mare while the 
foal nursed and the mare gradually got less 
annoyed as the day and evening wore on. 

“So every time the foal would get up 
from her nap we’d go in and guide her back 
and just make sure [the mare] didn’t try to 
hurt her,” Holden said. “That went on until 
the middle of the night when Ellen Pons 
had her shift.” 

Pons is the wife of Josh Pons, the 
farm’s co-owner with his brother Mike, 
and apparently something of a horse whis-

perer. By the time she was taking her shift, 
the foal was getting up from its naps and 
going to the mare to drink without help. 
When the foal was finished, Ellen noticed 
Union Waters was watching the foal, who 
“kind of bucked and squealed and was sort 
of playing” at the other end of the stall 
after feeding 

“The mare nickered a bit as if she actu¬ 
ally cared,” said Holden. “Ellen walked her 


over—with the shank on—to the foal and 
let her sniff the foal and follow her around 
the stall a little bit. And the mare suddenly 
started nuzzling the foal and licking it a 
little bit. It was like a light bulb went off, 
that all of a sudden the mothering instinct 
came back and she decided she would take 
this foal. She liked this foal. 

“EUen took the shank off and watched 
as the mare followed the foal around the 


stall. The mare let the foal come over and 
nurse again and nuzzled and licked her and 
boom, she was aU hers at that point.” 

When Holden came in the next morn¬ 
ing, she found a protective mother. 

“She actually pinned her ears at us and 
just gave us that little warning, ‘This is my 
baby and you’re not taking it from me.’ So 
it turned out to be a really heartwarming 
and a really neat story.” 
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The Ruler’s Sister (right) hasn’t had a foal in years, but has turned into a nurse mare. 


It isn’t the typical nurse-mate story, 
except in the sense that nurse mares are 
to breeders and foals what breeder Jo Ann 
Hayden caUs, “angels of mercy.” 

Orphan options on upswing 

The nurse mare arrives, from some¬ 
where, relieves a breeder’s fears, feeds a 
starving foal, and provides life lessons and 
guidance to an orphaned foal, when its 
mom isn’t around to do the job. 

Over the years, breeders developed a 
few ways to handle orphan foals. The steps 
hadn’t changed in decades—until recently. 
A farm could, if big enough and rich 
enough, have its own nurse mares on site, 
but that doesn’t happen much anymore; a 
farm could find a nurse mare within a rea¬ 
sonable distance, a major feat in the Mid- 
Atlantic where there are only one or two 
such farms and they don’t advertise; or, it 
could feed the foal from a bucket or bottle. 

That was it until science came up with 
hormonal milk induction, a way to induce 
lactation in barren mares. The method, 
which is a series of different hormone 
shots that kick in over a week or two, is 
being improved by the day. 

“We’re using the hormone method 
more and more,” said Becky Davis, daugh¬ 
ter of veterinarian Dr. Tom Bowman. 
Davis has been delivering foals since she 


was 12, almost 38 years now, and is the 
farm manager for her family’s Roland 
Farm in Warwick, Md. “Because of my 
dad’s reproduction expertise with high-risk 
delivery and foaling problems, what we do 
on the farm is basically deliver foals.” 

Bowman believes scientifically engi¬ 
neered lactation is “going to be the next 
step” in nurse mares. For one, it’s simpler. 
For two, it can give barren mares a pur¬ 
pose. A traditional nurse-mare business 
is labor-intensive and comes with little 
guarantees. 

“You’ve got to feed the mare all year, 
breed the mare, care for the foal,” Bowman 
said of a nurse-mare business. “It’s not an 
easy life. There are probably going to be 
less and less requests for nurse mares that 
have recently given birth, therefore less 
and less farms that have those [traditional] 
nurse mares, because this procedure has 
become simplified and fairly dependable.” 

Davis also sees the production of milk 
in barren mares as the future, and uses her 
own mare The Ruler’s Sister as an example. 
She has Cushing’s Disease, and the hor¬ 
mones helped her. 

“She had her last foal four years ago and 
she had problems constantly, skin disease 
and other immune issues,” Davis said. “But 
when we gave her the injections and she 
was able to work as a nurse mare, it was 


like all her youth came back. She’s too old 
to breed, but for her, mentally, to have that 
baby to take care of really mattered. 

“It was like giving a grandmother a 
grandchild to raise. She’s now spunky, rac¬ 
ing through the field. It gave her something 
happy to do and she hasn’t had a lot of 
immune disorders since. I know it can be 
controversial to make the mares lactate out 
of pregnancy, but it is a way for a horse to 
fulfill a purpose and can make them more 
content.” 

Harrison, the veterinarian who works 
in northern Baltimore County, can see that 
happening but also sees another upside in 
that young Thoroughbreds are fed natural¬ 
ly as opposed to with a bottle or a bucket. 

“If someone could create a machine 
that would mix the right amount of milk 
replacement and have it in something that 
would keep it available for the foal to eat 
with the frequency they would naturally 
eat, then I wouldn’t have the same fears,” 
he said. “Horses are meant to be out and 
roaming and eating aU the time. They’re 
not meant to be confined and have large 
servings of feed aU at once. That’s why 
we have some of the problems we have at 
racetracks with issues such as gastric ulcers. 
And foals need to be fed on a close-to- 
normal schedule, not larger servings two 
hours apart.” 
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Answering critics 

Diana Russell, her husband, Rusty, and 
their four daughters operate Double R 
Farm in Rising Sun, Md. She gets nervous 
just talking about the nurse mares they 
provide because of the public perception 
of nurse mares and their foals. 

“It’s not our source of business,” said 
Russell, who doesn’t mention nurse mares 
on the farm’s Facebook page. “My hus¬ 
band and I both have careers outside the 
farm. The farm is basically a family farm 
on which we breed western pleasure and 
trail horses.” 

Double R feU into providing nurse 
mares because a friend asked about it. 
Word got around and now the Russ ells 
work with several farms. They only breed 
what they want for themselves. 

“The criticism has been that no one 
cares for the foals that are left when a 
mare is taken to be used as a nurse mare, 
but that’s not what happens here,” she said. 
“We’re not just producing babies because 
we’re shipping their mothers out. That was 
never the way we went into it. We’re pro¬ 
ducing babies through our stallions to train 
and raise. It’s very important that people 
understand, these babies are loved and 
wanted and we have a destiny for them. 
We keep our babies and want them to have 
a great life.” 

Double R foaled 11 mares last year and 
kept nine of the babies. 

“I have four daughters who ride and 
eight grandkids who are coming up, learn¬ 
ing to ride and work with the horses,” 
Russell said. “The other two foals were 
bought by people who drove up the lane 
looking for horses for 4-H kids. The babies 
we have would have been born anyway and 
we’re very good at putting them on a milk 
bucket or bottle.” 

Their nurse mares are unusual in anoth¬ 
er sense. While most nurse-mare providers 
want their mares returned bred for the 
following year, the Russells do not—prefer¬ 
ring to breed to their stallions This Party 
Rocks, who is registered with the American 
Quarter Horse Association, and Sunday 
Peanut Brittle, who is registered with the 
American Paint Horse Association. 

In Walton, N.Y., Laura Phoenix has 
taken a different route into the business. 
When she was a child, her father, who 
founded Northeast Fly System, an all-nat¬ 
ural and organic way to eliminate flies that 
Phoenix still runs, also had a nurse-mare 
business. She helped with it. 

“I basically didn’t like it,” she said. “We 
had those babies at home to care for and 
it was hard. I got very good at bonding 
the nurse mares with the foals they went

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out to help, but I never felt a passion for it 
because of the foal left behind. The ethical 
part was so hard to deal with.” 

So it might seem funny to find her 
back in the business, but now there are no 
unwanted foals, because her 28 mares are 
all barren, with milk production generated 
through a series of 21 hormone injections. 

“This procedure won’t cure the reputa¬ 
tion, because [some] farms aren’t going to 
change,” she said. “It’s a big business for 
them and the people around them appre¬ 
ciate having someone to call. But it will 
make it better. You have a choice now and 
my rate of mare acceptance of the foals 
is at about 99 percent. Most of my mares, 
and they are all Thoroughbreds, accept the 
foals within 15 to 30 minutes.” 

Phoenix is so confident in the goodness 
of what she and her mares are doing, she 
has no qualms talking about it or letting 
others know how to reach her. 'You can 
put my Facebook address in—“Nursemares 
of the Northeast”-and my cell, 607- 
437-0479, and people can call any time. 
The sooner I know, the sooner I’U be on 
the road to them.” 

While it is stiU possible to find large, 
old-fashioned nurse-mare farm providers 
in Kentucky and New York with up to 
nearly 50 mares available, it isn’t like that in 
this region. You have to work at it. 

Hello, Dolly 

Times are changing. Horsemen are 
doing a better job caring for their Thor¬ 
oughbreds. And there are more eyes 
watching the industry, as People for 
the Ethical Treatment of Animals, the 
Humane Society of the United States and 
horse rescue operations are looking out for 
animal welfare. 

Partially because of that, the nurse- 
mare business has come a long way. There 
are more farms like Russell’s caring for 
their foals, and like Phoenix’s, where foals 
aren’t an issue and mares can rest between 
assignments. 

Gone are the days Bowman remembers, 
when Allaire duPont would ship nearly aU 
her mares to Kentucky while keeping their 
foals at Woodstock with nurse mares. 

“She had a nurse mare for each one of 
them,” Bowman said. “In those days, Dolly 
Pouska ran a nurse-mare farm. She was a 
tough customer, but she was tremendous 
when it came to working with nurse mares. 
DoUy would supply [duPont] with a chain 
of them every year. She [duPont] was the 
only lady I knew who would do that on a 
regular basis. But I was told other farms 
did ... In those days, people didn’t want to 
send their foals away. They were afraid of 


accidents, disease, what-have-you. When I 
first started working with her, I was kind 
of surprised, because there were a lot of 
health benefits to keeping the foal on the 
mare. But she seemed to have little or no 
problem with it.” 

Sometimes, a mare is still shipped away 
from her baby. Phoenix said she has a cli¬ 
ent in New York who has contracted with 
her to provide a nurse mare in the near 
future for just that purpose. 

“I have a client with a very, very well- 
bred mare that is about to give birth,” 
Phoenix said in March. “He’s called and 
told me to get ready. The mare has to go 
back to Kentucky, but the foal is staying.” 

But it’s rare now, as is the number of 
farms that bucket and bottle feed instead 
of finding a nurse mare. Chanceland Farm, 
owned by Katy Voss and her partner Bob 
Manfuso in West Friendship, Md., is one 
of those and they’ve had good success on 
the rare times they’ve had an orphaned 
foal. 

“We had good fortune,” said Voss, 
whose orphans have all had days or weeks 
with their mother before losing her. “It’s 
been a long time since we’ve had a mare 
die in foaling. The last one had a month on 
his mother before we lost her with colic. 
Another one broke something and died 
when the foal was a few weeks old. 

“We bottle feed them and bucket feed 
them every couple hours,” Voss said. “We 
have night watchmen there 24 hours and 
we’ve used a mini-horse, a female, that 
became a [companion].” 

Voss pointed out Jet Black, a winner of 
more than $240,000 on the track through 
early March, as an example of how well 
Chanceland and its broodmare manager 
A.J. Hesketh-Tutton have mastered orphan 
foals and the bottle/bucket method. 

“We really don’t have any interac¬ 
tion with them, aside from the bucket,” 
Hesketh-Tutton said. “We treat them as 
normally as we can. Sometimes, a new 
recruit wiU say, 'Oh, they’re so sweet’ and 
I say, 'I don’t care. They’re not pets.’ We 
put them with other foals or a companion 
and they go with the herd. They’re not 
isolated.” 

Mama knows best 

But, it seems, most breeders want their 
foals with nurse mares if at aU possible. 
The mares teach foals the way of the 
pasture—or the world—just like the human 
mother teaches her child where dangers lie. 
Out in the field with mom they learn about 
running in packs and playing and maybe 
about trying to be faster than the foal next 
to them. 


The mare provides colostrum, the rich 
first milk from the mother’s mammary 
gland through the udder that provides aU 
the nutrients and immunologic protections 
that keep the foal healthy. 

Colostrum is imperative for the new¬ 
born foals. While owners and breeders 
want their newborn foals to be with a 
nurse mare as soon as possible—to make 
the feeding of the foal easier and get its 
life on a more normal track—getting the 
foal colostrum if orphaned at birth falls 
directly on the broodmare or farm man¬ 
ager. A nurse mare is almost never going to 
provide colostrum, unless she is like Union 
Waters at Country Life, on site and having 
just lost her own foal. 

Breeders and farm and broodmare 
managers are resourceful when it comes 
to colostrum. Most have more than ample 
supplies in their freezers. 

“We prepare by milking almost every 
mare that comes into foal,” said John 
Foster, the farm manager at Dark Hollow 
and Safely Home farms in Maryland. 
“We’ll collect 6-18 ounces, mark it, date it, 
check the quality and freeze it. We basically 
use that in an emergency situation. Other 
farms know we have it and we wiU just give 
it to anyone who needs and asks for it.” 

Many vets suggest the foal has to have 
colostrum within 12 hours of birth, as 
the further away from that window a foal 
gets, the less likely it is to absorb the rich, 
immune protecting antibodies in the milk. 
But Tom Bowman won’t put a time on the 
absorption window. 

“TheoreticaUy, let’s put it this way, as 
quickly as possible,” he said. “Rather than 
depending on a rule of thumb. I’d hope the 
foal would [get colostrum] within the first 
two or three hours of birth. Most people 
say 12 hours, but it may be a shorter or a 
longer window, depending on the foal.” 

But when the problem of needing a 
nurse mare arises, the need seems just as 
urgent to those providing for the newborn 
foal. Colostrum must be provided at once, 
and a nurse mare must arrive as soon as 
possible, too. 

Unsung heroes 

“The one thing I would say about these 
mares is that they are the unsung heroes,” 
said David Hayden, who with his wife 
Jo Ann operates Dark Hollow and Safely 
Home farms. 

Over 45 years, the Haydens had lost 
four mares during the birthing season. But 
last year, their luck, like that at Country 
Life, changed. They needed three nurse 
mares in 2017, for a variety of reasons. 
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Nurse-mare business takes a new direction 


A bout six years ago, Laura Phoenix 
heard about a process called hor¬ 
monal milk induction in nurse 
mares. It changed her life. 

She was involved in a nurse-mare pro¬ 
gram back when the only way to have a 
nurse mare was to have an orphaned foal 
left behind. Those foals were difficult 
to care for and even as a child, Phoenix 
felt sadness over the young horses losing 
their mothers to another foal. 

“Ethically, it was so hard to deal 
with,” she said. “I also helped and got 
very good at bonding the nurse mares 
to their new baby, but I could never feel 
the passion for it because of the foal left 
behind. Especially if there was only one 
foal and no friend for it. But now, the 
nurse-mare industry has a chance to be 
amazing.” 

The hormonal mares are all barren, 
not a foal of their own in sight, which 
is good for Phoenix and good for the 
industry that already struggles with too 
many unwanted horses. 

Phoenix, 50, owns Northeast Nurse 
Mares in Walton, N.Y She, her daughter 
Amanda and an employee, Kaci Madison, 
run it and send nurse mares as far north 
as Maine and as far south as North 
Carolina. There are 28 Thoroughbred 
mares on her farm. 

She also has a group of Quarter 
Horses and Appaloosas which com¬ 
pete on the farm’s barrel-racing team 
in national and international competi¬ 
tions -which will send five team members 
to the National Barrel Horse Association 
World Championships this fall. 

Phoenix, with the help of her sister 
Wanda Buss, also runs the Northeast Fly 
System automatic insect control business 
created by her father. 

Talking to Phoenix, though, you 
quickly get the picture that her heart is 
in the nurse-mare business. She makes 
the point that all her mares are adopted 
Thoroughbreds, whose owners got out 
of the business. Now, those mares have 
new careers. They’re nurse mares, tak¬ 



ing on the job of nourishing and raising 
orphan foals. 

“To be a hormonal-milk-induced 
mare, they’ve had to be bred previously,” 
said Phoenix. “If the lines of commu¬ 
nication to the udders aren’t open, the 
hormone treatment doesn’t work. The 
[milk] production just isn’t there.” 

Phoenix, who said foals “were never 
my thing,” now loves seeing her mares 
give orphaned foals the natural lives they 
were meant to have, while also easing 
the workload of the people taking care 
of them. 

“With these nurse mares there are no 
hidden costs,” said Phoenix, who charges 
$2,800 for a mare’s service. “However, 
with a bucket or bottle baby there cer¬ 
tainly can be.” 

Among the things on her list, the 
“nightmare” of a foal’s body not accept¬ 
ing the formula; the need to find a foal 
a companion and what to do with the 
companion once it is no longer needed; 
plus feeding the foal every two hours 
over the first two to four weeks and then 
teaching it to eat grain and hay. 

“I’m an advocate for hormonal- 
induced nurse mares,” she said. “They 
solve all those issues.” 

Phoenix admits creating the hormon¬ 
al nurse mare is not easy, and neither is 


being the multi-tasker on the farm. She’s 
available 24/7. When someone needs a 
nurse mare aU they have to do is call her. 
She is up and out the door sometimes 
even before she finishes the call. 

She’s also the one who gets in the 
truck and makes the trip to deliver the 
mare. Her dogs Socks and Tuffy always 
go with her. 

And then, there is the basic creation 
of the nurse mare. 

“You have to have a skilled person 
give them the shots,” said Phoenix, who 
is that person, too. 

For her mares, it is a 21-day program. 
And while she is not a licensed veterinary 
technician, she is trained and gives her 
horses the shots until they go out on an 
assignment. 

“I don’t think 21 days is a lot when 
you think of it in terms of it mean¬ 
ing the mare gets a job and wiU be in a 
safe place,” Phoenix said. “These mares 
[come to] know when the shots start 
they’re going to get a baby soon. They 
actually come to the fence and line up 
for it, 'Here, give that to me,’ they seem 
to say.” 

Her biggest concern is about the 
people who give the shots once the 
nurse mares leave the farm. She won’t 
send a mare out before the seventh day 
of the treatment and prefers to have had 
them for 14 days before taking them to 
another farm. 

She also makes sure her mares accept 
their new babies by using Lutalyse®, a 
drug used in artificial insemination, to 
increase sweating by the mare. 

“We rub the mare’s sweat on the foal 
to increase acceptance of the baby as 
hers,” she said. “My mares, 99 percent 
of the time, accept their foals in 15 to 
30 minutes.” 

Nurse mares have come a long way. 
So has Laura Phoenix. 

“The mares make my heart so fuU,” 
she said. “Each time, I’m in awe when I 
see they just love their new foals. Blessed 
are the broodmares, but heaven sent the 
nurse mare.”

“You’re totally devastated when those 
things happen,” Jo Ann Hayden said. “And 
then you have relief when the trailer pulls 
up.

Immediate questions are: Where do you 
find one? How long wiU it take for it to get 
to the farm? WUl the nurse mare accept 
the foal? How do you take care of the foal

until the nurse mare arrives? And is it eco¬ 
nomically viable? 

Based on conversations with breed¬ 
ers and nurse-mare providers, a nurse 
mare costs from about $2,500 to $3,500. 
Sometimes a mileage fee is added and, usu¬ 
ally, there is a clause that requires the mare 
to be returned bred for next year. The cost 
starts to add up when farms start needing 
more than one. 

“In the end, it’s worth it,” said David 
Hayden, who can look out from his liv¬ 
ing room window and see the three foals 
who needed nurse mares last season, now 
strong yearlings grazing and romping in 
the field. “It’s much better for the foals. 
When you use bottles or buckets you have 
issues. But with a nurse mare, it’s a natural 
life. And our guy, I mean, when we caU 
him, he’s usually up here within 10 or 12 
hours.” 

Their guy is Jeff Curtsinger in Paris, Ky. 
Curtsinger said he breeds his 10 Quarter 
Horse and walking horse mares to deliver 
in January, February and March and then 
hopes he has a mare available when a call 
comes in. 

“Last year I had six or seven babies, 
which we bottle feed and then we sell them 
[for pleasure horses],” said Curtsinger, a 
truck driver by trade. “David had a lot of 
bad luck last year. He was my best cus¬ 
tomer. This year, I only have two mares 
and I’ve had about 50 calls.” 


Hormonal induced 
mare to the rescue 

One of those calls came from Harrison 
Feb. 27. The vet, who runs a family oper¬ 
ated foaling and boarding business on his 
farm, had a foal born the day before after 
a difficult birth. 

“It took three men to puU it out,” he 
said. “And the mare, Rose’s Last, who was 
an orphan after her birth, too, suffered a 
lot of tearing and pain. I don’t know if that 
[pain] is what caused it, but she rejected 
her foal.” 

Harrison had alerted his daughter, Erin, 
also the office secretary, to be proactive 
shortly after the foal was born. She had 
been on the phone for more than a day try¬ 
ing to find a prospective nurse mare. 

“I had called a number of places in 
Kentucky, including the farm the Haydens 
use, and a farm in Rising Sun, but no 
one had a nurse mare available,” she said. 
“Then I emailed New Bolton Center and 
asked if they had a list or any suggestions. 
They sent a list, and I was close to tears 
when I reached Laura Phoenix. It was the 
last name on my list-and she said she had 
two ready to go.” 

They were barren mares, who had gone 
through the scientifically engineered pro¬ 
cess. Harrison made the decision to take 
one. 


“We had been sustaining the foal with 
stomach feeding and a bottle,” the vet said. 
“When we found the farm in New York, 
she said she had [eight] already out there. 
She came down with a Thoroughbred 
mare.” 

Harrison was impressed that Phoenix 
gave the mare a shot of Lutalyse®, a drug 
used in artificial insemination, when she 
arrived at his farm. 

“A side effect is that it causes mares 
to sweat profusely,” Harrison said. “The 
benefit of that is that [shortly after] the 
mare arrived, we wiped the sweat off the 
mare and rubbed it aU over the foal, so she 
would recognize the scent.” 

“Mares are usually skittish when they 
are first presented with the foal,” said 
Harrison’s daughter, Erin. “But this one, 
thanks to her scent being all over the 
foal, loved it immediately. I’d never seen 
that before. The foal took a little longer, 
because he had to learn to trust her. He 
wanted to make sure she wasn’t going to 
attack him. 

“Now they’re out in the field together 
and she’s a great mom. It’s nice to see, too. 
Often, a nurse mare will run off in the field 
and it’s hard for the foal to keep up. But 
she’s really good at watching him and actu¬ 
ally goes to him to let him nurse.” 

Angels of mercy, indeed. And who are 
we to argue? ^

Major League 

Singletary brings more than secunty 
to job with MarylandJockey Club

M ichael Singletary, a licensed cabinetmaker, has crafted a lot of 
things out of wood. His best creation? His career in security for 
the Maryland Jockey Club. 

A job teaching cabinetmaking to inmates allowed Singletary to burst 
out of the starting gate to a vocation that today sees him as a vice presi¬ 
dent for the Maryland Jockey Club, overseeing security at all the MJC’s 
properties—Laurel Park, Pimlico Race Course, Bowie Training Center and 
Rosecroft Raceway. 


Soon after Singletary took the job 
teaching inmates, his uncle, then security 
chief for the Department of Corrections, 
put together a correctional staff to work 
Preakness Week at Pimlico in 1990. It 
was Singletary’s first look inside the racing 
industry and also allowed him to use his 
law enforcement training. 

“When you work in a correctional facil¬ 
ity, whether it’s teaching woodworking, 
or working in food management or as a 
dietary or facilities’ officer, the criteria for 
employment is no different from a correc¬ 
tional officer,” Singletary said. “You all go 
through the same law enforcement train¬ 
ing at the Maryland State Police Training 
Academy in Sykesville.” 

Today, nearly 30 years later, Singletary 
has married his two loves - cabinetmaking 
and security. 

“Woodworking is my passion,” said 
Singletary, who also saves some love for 
his wife of 28 years, Kim. “But security is 
my life. I love doing the job. I love solving 
problems, love dealing with my staff I just 
love the whole world of security.” 

At his teaching job in Jessup, where 
he worked in men’s and women’s maxi¬ 
mum security for 23 years, Singletary was 
elevated to lieutenant, and sent to man¬ 
agement training. In 2000, he was nomi¬ 
nated as a top law enforcement officer 


for the Department of Public Safety and 
Correctional Services based on his 27 years 
of volunteer service as a Little League 
baseball coach and mentor in the James 
Mosher Baseball League, pursuits he stiU 
enjoys today. 

But through it aU, he found he also 
loved working at the racetrack. In fact, 
he said the best part of his job is getting 
to see both sides of the racetrack. Not 
just the frontside, seen by patrons, own¬ 
ers and staff, but also the backside, where 
the horses are and where the hotwalkers, 
grooms and trainers can be found. 

“We get to see the interaction with the 
athletes [the horses],” he said. “We’re all 
here because of those athletes and when 
you go on the backstretch you get to see 
the enthusiasm, love and effort the people 
there put into their work. It’s a blessing to 
get to see and know both sides.” 

He pauses, thinking about that. 

“I got blessed in two ways,” said 
Singletary, 52, while sitting at his Laurel 
Park desk, a place he doesn’t hang out for 
long, as he spends most of his time roam¬ 
ing the facilities, traveling among the MJC 
tracks and watching his staff perform their 
duties. 

“I’ve been able to achieve a trade and 
to get training in law enforcement,” said 


Singletary, a graduate of Carver High 
School’s woodworking program as well 
as the cabinetmaking program at the 
Community College of Baltimore. “I 
believe that law enforcement training was 
one of the reasons I got the chance to run 
this department at the MJC. I was able to 
bring a lot of skills.” 

For five years he provided security as 
a regular staffer at the Preakness and then 
became a supervisor, working with the 
administration, managing the support staff 
at the Preakness and other special events at 
the tracks, which he continued to do until 
2012, when he retired from his teaching 
job at the Jessup correctional facility. 

Shortly thereafter, his mentor at the 
MJC, Major Willie Coleman, retired and 
Singletary was hired for the full-time job of 
vice president of security. 

“Major Coleman took me on 27 years 
ago, when I first started here,” Singletary 
said. “To be great, you have to walk along¬ 
side great shoes. I tied a rope around Major 
Coleman, held tight to him and learned a 
lot.” 

All of his training put him in an excel¬ 
lent position when MJC president and 
general manager Sal Sinatra came on board 
the year after Singletary was promoted to 
major. 

Sinatra interviewed his head of secu¬ 
rity and found him to be “an exemplary” 
employee. 

“He has a great command of his staff,” 
Sinatra said. “He cares for them, he’s 
an excellent leader, very thoughtful and 
respectful and a good forward thinker . . . 
And he is very well-respected.” 

Sinatra is certainly pleased with the 
new, now mandatory training programs 
Singletary has instituted. 
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There were no staff training programs 
when Singletary was put in charge. But, in 
the last five years, his staff has had training 
for bomb and suspicious package threats; 
fire and safety procedures; active shooting 
situations; CPR; first aid; how to control 
bleeding; and how to administer naloxone 
(Narcan). 

“The Narcan spray is used to treat 
someone who we believe may have over¬ 
dosed,” Singletary explains. “I believe we 
are the only track that has provided that 
type of training for its staff” 

The MJC staff and Med-Star Health 
also have trained for a small mass-casualty 
situation and in the spring MJC secu¬ 


rity will work with Sinai Hospital on mass 
evacuation training at Pimlico. 

“We just want to continue to get bet¬ 
ter,” Singletary said. 

Sinatra said management will be the 
next department to go through the CPR 
training. 

“In this day in age, we unfortunately 
have to be prepared for the worst,” said 
the MJC president. “It also helps with our 
insurance and looks good in corporate. I 
don’t believe any of the other [Stronach- 
owned] tracks are doing this. We are lead¬ 
ing the way.” 

The worst can certainly come from out 
of nowhere, as Singletary recalls. 


“Two years ago, my phone rang at 4:50 
a.m. One of my men, Kevin Jones, who 
worked in the jockeys’ room, one of the 
most important jobs at the track, was com¬ 
ing to work [at Pimlico],” Singletary recalls, 
words catching in his throat. “He had just 
gotten off the bus with another man and 
was walking through the [track] gate and 
someone shot him to death. To get that 
caU from my lieutenant, to lose that good 
young man ... It was devastating. That was 
probably the worst day in 27 years with the 
MJC.” 

But there are more days at the other 
end of the spectrum. In October, his staff 
saved a hotwalker’s life in the paddock. 
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“We have a defibrillator onsite now, and 
the gentleman was having a heart attack,” 
Singletary said. “It took one minute to 
begin CPR, chest compressions and call 
Anne Arundel County Medical to respond. 
Due to that response, we saved a life.” 

Singletary’s efforts, whether at MJC or 
teaching inmates a trade to be used after 
their release, may have had a hand in saving 
more lives than he knows. 

Sinatra said Singletary’s relationship 
with Maryland Corrections has helped the 
MJC get involved with the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation’s Second Chances 
program, run in partnership with the 
Maryland Department of Public Safety. 
Second Chances gives incarcerated individ¬ 
uals at the Sykesville Correctional Facility 
the opportunity to work at the Second 
Chances horse farm. 

Last summer, that connection paid off 
for former inmate Alex Wooten. Released 
after 20 years, he had been in the Second 
Chances program and was head groom 
at the Last Chance Farm when he joined 
a field trip to Laurel Park in July. After 
Singletary described job opportunities and 
how to apply for them, Wooten applied 
and is now the first Second Chances grad 


to be hired at Laurel Park, working as a 
groom for trainer Ron Moquett. 

The security officers also presided over 
the memorial service for Maryland-bred 
star Ben’s Cat, adding a sense of order and 
solemnity to the occasion as the horse was 
laid to rest next to the paddock at Laurel. 

Singletary also has overseen the creation 
of a database that now, with the help of 
his office assistant Tracy Harris, includes 
the MJC’s Emergency Operation Plan 
and documentation on all 300 residents 
at Laurel Park, complete with addresses, 
emergency contacts, car makes and license 
numbers. The 150 backstretch residents 
at Pimlico will be entered into the system 
this spring. 

While dedicated to his job, Singletary is 
openly appreciative of his wife Kim, their 
two adult children and two grandchildren. 
The family and life he has at home, he said, 
could not have happened without his wife 
having put up with a job he sees as 24-7. 

“I saw this pretty young lady sitting on 
some steps one day,” he recalls, smiling. 
“A friend of mine was seeing her next 
door neighbor. I walked up and spoke to 
her. Next day, I knocked on her door. She 


wasn’t home, so I sat on the steps and 
waited. I waited past midnight and then I 
went home. But her mom told her I had 
called and waited. Our first date was at 
McDonald’s. . . I was persistent. I found 
persistence pays off” 

It’s paid off in his professional life, too. 

“I’m proud to lead the security here 
and manage the department through the 
Stronach Group and the MJC,” Singletary 
said. “I’m proud that we’ve increased sur¬ 
veillance cameras and are able to respond 
to issues more quickly and that with the 
better training we’re able to take better care 
of issues in a timely manner.” 

But just as he sees his wife as the key to 
his success at home, he credits others for 
his success at work. 

Singletary said he has an excellent staff 
that includes three accomplished cap¬ 
tains - Stephan Broadus, frontside opera¬ 
tions at Laurel Park, Mike Latham, stable 
captain at Laurel and at Pimlico, and Walter 
Bryan, frontside at Pimlico. 

“I’m here to make sure it runs smooth¬ 
ly,” he said. “But it actually runs from the 
bottom up. My guards are the front line . . . 
I only come into it when it can’t be handled 
up the chain.” #

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Out of the Past 


Ms l^ocust Point brings hack 
memories for co-owner Reichenherg

B ack when he lived on East Clement Street in Baltimore, Jim 
Reichenherg played baseball and soccer, watched ''90 percent of 
the boys and men in the neighborhood” work on the docks at 
Locust Point and went to Pimlico with his father Jim Sr. At 16, Reichenherg 
got a promotion. 

"I was the designated driver,” he said. "I dropped my dad and my uncle 
off, found a parking a spot a mile away and then walked back. Then we 
went to the track all day.” 


The Reichenbergs were $2 bettors, and 
didn’t think they’d ever be much more than 
that when it came to racing. That’s just the 
way it was. You lived in a row house, where 
nobody locked their doors and all the kids 
ran around together. You went to school, 
you played sports, you worked on the 
docks, and if you were lucky you went to 
the track on Saturdays (since there was no 
Sunday racing). You certainly didn’t own 
racehorses. 

“Too far fetched,” Reichenherg said. 
“My dad worked on the docks in Locust 
Point like the rest of my family. I worked 
on the docks in the summer time. A lot of 
people went to college and still came back 
to work there. Not a bad living, it was a 
tight little neighborhood and we did every¬ 
thing together.” 

Pimlico included. 

Of course, times change. Locust Point 
lost most of its cobblestone streets. Under 
Armour built its headquarters in the for¬ 
mer Procter and Gamble soap factory. The 
old industrial area became trendy. And 
Reichenherg never did work on the docks 
full-time. He also went well beyond his 
father’s $2 wagers-he has all the stories to 
back it up—and ultimately bought some 
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horses with friends in the 1980s and 1990s. 
They claimed a few, had some fun, sweated 
the bills, watched Greatsilverfleet finish 
fourth in the 1994 Pimlico Special-Gl and 
returned to the seemingly more safer life as 
bettors. 

All these years later, Reichenherg the 
gambler took one more step by parlaying a 
handicapping connection to an ownership 
interest in budding star Ms Locust Point. 
Named for her co-owner’s old neighbor¬ 
hood, the 4-year-old fiUy dominated Laurel 
Park’s Barbara Fritchie Stakes-G2 Feb. 17 
and has even loftier targets on her list. 
Trained by John Servis, the daughter of 
Dialed In races in the silks of Chuck 
Zacney’s Cash is King stable but goes way 
back with Reichenherg. 

In 2013, somebody told him about the 
handicapping website racingwithbruno. 
com, which sells subscription-based prod¬ 
ucts to help bettors select horses. Reichen- 
berg bought workout reports and other 
analysis. Website founder Bruno De Julio 
processed a credit card. Then they met at 
the track, maybe at a handicapping contest. 
De Julio was buying young horses with 
some partners, aiming to improve on them 
and then sell or keep them to race. 







Reichenberg and De Julio bought a pair 
of 2-year-olds together at Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic in 2013. 

“They both died” said De Julio. “We 
did not get off to a good start owning 
horses together.” 

Everything must begin somewhere, 
however, and Reichenberg made one more 
bet with De Julio who raved about a chest¬ 
nut short yearling filly in the Keeneland 
January sale of 2015. She was offset in one 
knee, toed out a little, but De Julio bought 
her anyway because she walked through it. 

“I loved her body, and she just gave me 
a great sense,” he said. “It was cold, 
10-degree wind chiU or something. I tried 
to get up close to her just to see what she 
would be like, to invade her space a little bit. 
She looked at me like, Tm warm, don’t 
touch me,’ with an attitude about her. I 
loved that.” 

Consigned by Paramount Sales, she cost 
just $17,000 and would make a good pin¬ 
hooking prospect later in the year. She had 
corrective knee surgery, did a little early 
work in Florida and was entered at 
Keeneland September. De Julio figured 
she’d bring $50,000, maybe more, until she 
wound up in Book Six and attracted little to 
no attention. She was from the first crop of 
Dialed In, the second foal of a dam who 
lost all three starts. De Julio stiU believed, 
and bought her back for $27,000. Now, 
Reichenberg and De Julio had a racehorse. 

Ms Locust Point did her early work with 
De Julio’s friend Rudy Delguidice in Florida 
and was not rushed. 

“Bruno, she’s got a lot of power,” 
Delguidice reported after one workout. “I 
like her. I don’t want to push her to get 
ready for June or July though.” 

She went to Servis at Parx Racing in late 
summer, and the trainer’s initial assessment 
was more measured than Delguidice’s. 

“I don’t know about this filly,” Servis 
told De Julio. “She just wants to go. She’s aU 
speed.” 

A week later, she wasn’t. Servis worked 
Ms Locust Point with two other horses and 
she responded like a racehorse. A real race¬ 
horse. A good racehorse. 

“He put her between horses and she just 
took care of them,” said De Julio. “Com¬ 
petitively, she didn’t get racier. She actually 
dropped her head and did what they want¬ 
ed her to. She worked really well and John 
was excited.” 

Ms Locust Point made her debut for 
Reichenberg and De Julio at Parx in 
October 2016 and finished second. Nobody 
complained-except maybe Reichenberg, 
who bet. The next month, the Kentucky- 
bred made quick work of nine rivals — draw¬ 


ing off late to win easily for jockey Jorge 
Vargas Jr. The performance drew plenty of 
interest from potential buyers. One blood¬ 
stock agent offered $200,000. De Julio 
talked to Servis, who said that wasn’t 
enough. De Julio countered at $300,000 
with another $100,000 if she won a 
Grade 1. The agent didn’t bite. 

StiU owned by Reichenberg and De 
JuUo, Ms Locust Point went to Laurel for 
the Gin Talking Stakes on New Year’s Eve 
2016. She set the pace, won easUy and 
prompted more phone caUs. That first 
agent caUed again and offered $400,000. 
De JuUo said no. 

“I had guys offering $450,000, one guy 
offered 800 [thousand] but I don’t know 
how legit that was,” he said. “It was a Uttle 
crazy.” 

Ultimately, longtime Servis cUent Cash 
is King bought a majority interest in the 
filly with Reichenberg staying in for a 
smaUer percentage. De Julio used his share 
to help seed his business of buying short 
yearlings. Reichenberg was practical and 
took a profit, but also let his heart have a 
say. 

“I stayed in for the fun of it, not that I 
couldn’t use the money,” he said. “The 
thriU of having a horse run in these nice 
races is reaUy something. I have a lot of 
friends who caU and ask me about the 
horse, they get their pictures taken, aU the 
old neighborhood guys and things. It’s a lot 
of fun.” 

Of course, the sentiment nearly looked 
fooHsh. In her first graded stakes try, in 
Gulfstream Park’s Grade 2 Forward Gal in 
February 2017, Ms Locust Point finished 
fifth after racing up front early. Servis 
blamed hoof problems, which led to other 
issues, which ultimately forced her to the 
sidelines for nine months. 


“She was a little stiff in her shoulders 
from her feet bothering her,” Servis said. 
“We put some corrective shoes on her, 
gave her plenty of time. These guys were 
great and gave me aU the time I needed.” 

Reichenberg didn’t see much alterna¬ 
tive. 

“I don’t get into that,” the owner said 
of horsemanship decision. “I just figure 
John knows what he’s doing. The time off 
for the horse, he asked about it. I said, 
‘Give her the time she needs, even if it 
takes a year.’ He’s a good horseman, a good 
guy too, the best to deal with.” 

Ms Locust Point spent time at Taylor 
Made Farm and Blackwood Stables in 
Kentucky, and returned to the races in 
November wearing glue-on shoes. She 
hasn’t lost since—winning an allowance at 
Parx and three consecutive stakes at Laurel 
(the Willa On the Move, What a Summer 
and Fritchie). 

In the latter, she benefited from the 
absence of four main rivals as New York- 
based horses were scratched due to an 
equine herpes virus case at that track. The 
defections included millionaire graded 
winner Highway Star, multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Quezon, stakes winner Bishop’s Pond, 
stakes-placed Boule and stakes winner 
Divine Miss Grey. The latter may have 
pressed Ms Locust Point early, but the win¬ 
ner would have been difficult to han¬ 
dle-no matter who showed up. 

Run on a wet, muddy track in a snow¬ 
storm, the $300,000 race turned into a 
coronation. Ms Locust Point broke from 
the outside stall in a depleted field of five, 
opened 3 lengths after a quarter-mile in 
:22.99 and never looked back. The 3-5 
favorite went a half in :46.61 and covered 6 
furlongs in 1:11.31 while racing three wide 
before winning by 414 lengths after 7 fur- 
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Reichenberg (tan jacket) in the winner’s circie with Ms Locust Point after the What a Summer Stakes in January. 


longs in 1:24.13. Moiety finished second 
with Berned third. 

“She’s a good fiUy she’s a good fiUy,” 
said Servis, repeating himself just to be 
sure the message got delivered. “That 
cruising speed she has is scary and she’s 
learning to setfie now where before she 
would just run them off their feet. They 
made the right caU [with the scratches]. I 
feel bad for them because it’s a huge week¬ 
end, but it worked out good for me.” 

Ms Locust Point earned $180,000 to 
boost her career mark to $438,960. 
Somewhere, De Julio smiled. 

“There are a lot of people involved and 
it’s really cool to see,” he said. “And it’s 
reaUy about luck. I don’t care. I bought 
horses I thought were can’t-miss prospects 
that didn’t turn out. It’s luck. You can help 
your luck a little bit by doing your home¬ 
work and making a decision you believe in, 
but it’s still luck. I’m tickled pink that they 
are doing as well as they are. I’m rooting 
for them and the fiUy like I stiU own her.” 

Mr. Locust Point 

Reichenberg is a regular at Laurel, setting 
up in the Kelso Room with some friends 
including another owner Vince Camp- 
aneUa (who won the Grade 2 Royal Delta 
at Gulfstream Park with Martini Glass two 
days after the Fritchie). They’ve been gam¬ 
bling for years, going back to the days 
before simulcasting when they’d play liar’s 


poker between races for more action. Now, 
they bet all over the country, study De Julio’s 
products and the Ragozin Sheets speed 
figures and play in handicapping contests. 

The group used to play the Double 
Triple at Laurel back in the day. The bet 
required picking trifectas in back-to-back 
races, and featured massive payouts (to go 
with plenty of losing tickets). Reichenberg 
and his pals hit a few. He hit a big Super 
High Five at Hawthorne one night, and 
says it’s the only time he’s ever bet on races 
at the Chicago-area track. In what might be 
one of the best bad-beat stories of all- 
time, he once lost a bet when a horse 
stepped on a seagull-“Feathers went 
everywhere,” he said. So did his money. 

While playing in the Pegasus Betting 
Championship at Gulfstream Park in 
January, Reichenberg talked himself out of 
betting his entire bankroll on a Gun 
Runner—West Coast exacta and cost him¬ 
self first place. 

Reichenberg doesn’t bet Ms Locust 
Point. Owning her is enough of a gamble, 
and she’s been so successful that she 
doesn’t exacfiy offer much value. 

“I’m not betting 2-5 shots,” he said. 
“You’ll go broke doing that. You want to 
own 2-5 shots, not bet them and owning 
them might be the biggest gamble of them 
aU.” 

He likes the action of betting horses, 
clearly, but there’s more to it. He enjoys the 


camaraderie, the back-and-forth, the puz¬ 
zle of finding a winner, the banter with his 
friends at Laurel or in the handicapping 
contests. 

The same could be said for owning a 
horse like Ms Locust Point. There’s a finan¬ 
cial side to it, for sure, but there’s more. 

Just before Ms Locust Point ran in the 
Gin Talking at the end of 2016, Reichen- 
berg’s son Bret died. He was just 34, and 
the loss left a mark. 

“He had had seizures, had one in 
Florida when nobody was around,” said 
Reichenberg. “It’s been more than a year 
now and it’s still very, very hard. I didn’t go 
to the track or do much of anything for six 
months. I just wasn’t up to it, a total shock 
to lose your son that young.” 

De Julio remembers that time. 

“Jim is an excellent handicapper, and 
he’s also one of the nicest guys you’ve ever 
met,” he said. 'We were aU excited about 
the win [in the Gin Talking] and he calls me 
and tells me the news. Jim was just broken 
up. He’s going through all of that, we’re 
going through aU of this with the horse 
and it kind of made you think.” 

Reichenberg is 73, contemplating retire¬ 
ment from the marketing company he 
owns near Rockville while stiU betting races 
and still watching horses. Thoughts of the 
old neighborhood, the trips to Pimlico, his 
father and his friends are a long way away. 

Or maybe they aren’t. ^

Making the Grade 

Something Awesome delivers first 
graded stakes win for trainer Corrales

S omething Awesome ran eight times 
in 2017 —all of them losses—until he 
arrived in trainer Jose Corrales’ barn 
at Laurel Park late in the year. Since then, 
the now 7-year-old has been something. 
And awesome, with two allowance wins, 
a third in the Fire Plug Stakes and a win 
in the General George Stakes-G3 on the 
track’s winter carnival card Feb. 17. 


Owned by Stronach Stable, Something 
Awesome rallied from well back to win by a 
neck over the late-running Fellowship, with 
It’s the Journey a half-length back in third, 
over a sloppy track. The winner covered 7 
furlongs in 1:23.31 and gave his trainer his 
first graded stakes triumph. Corrales paid 
partial credit to switching back to dirt rac¬ 
ing after a dozen starts over the synthetic 


track at Woodbine in Canada, but also 
admitted that his horse has improved with 
a new home and—perhaps —an affinity for 
a new trainer. 

“Look, every horse is good when they 
come to the stable because I’ve got to see 
what I can work with,” Corrales said. “After 
that, I don’t know what is going to happen. 
You can have the best looking horse and 
then he just can’t run. This horse came here, 
he trained well. . . he liked me probably.” 

Bred in Canada by the Stronach family’s 
Adena Springs, Something Awesome made 
his Maryland debut in two-other-than 
company last November and won by 4 
lengths. He stepped up a level to three- 
other-than in December and won again. To 
start 2018, he chased Awesome Banner 
and It’s the Journey home in the 6-furlong 
Fire Plug. 

Those two rivals returned for the 
General George, which was weakened by 
the scratches of New York-based Great

Stuff and Do Share. They would have been 
the race’s top two choices, but were 
scratched due to an equine herpes virus 
case at Belmont Park. 

Something Awesome dug in when 
asked by Elvis Trujillo coming off the turn 
and raUied five wide in the stretch to wear 
down It’s the Journey, who had taken over 
from pacesetter Cowboy Mz. Fellowship 
swept along behind Something Awesome 
in the final yards to grab the runner-up 


spot. The winner is out of the Dance 
Floor mare Somethinaboutlaura, a multiple 
graded stakes-winning millionaire and now 
a graded stakes producer. 

Something Awesome won for the 
seventh time in 22 starts, and collected 
$150,000 to nearly double his career earn¬ 
ings to $341,050. 

Winning his first graded stakes as a 
trainer meant plenty to Corrales. Winning 
it for the Stronach family added even more. 


“These people have been so great for 
me,” the trainer said. “It’s been the oppor¬ 
tunity of my hfe. I’ve been waiting for this, 
to win a stakes race for them.” 

AFLEET WILLY 

TOO GOOD IN CAMPBELL 

Afleet Willy improved to 8-for-16 (with 
four seconds and a third) at Laurel when 
he won the $100,000 John B. Campbell for 
BB Horses and trainer Claudio Gonzalez. 
Sixth in the General George last year, the 
5-year-old Wilburn gelding led throughout 
and won by 2 V 2 lengths over Zanotti as the 
2-5 favorite. 

Afleet WiUy ran IVs miles over a good 
track in 1:50.58 to follow up a 5-length 
score in the Jan. 27 Native Dancer Stakes 
at Laurel. 

“He’s a nice horse. He’s easy to ride, 
this horse,” jockeyjomar Torres said. “The 
plan was to go to the lead. The other horse 
[Zanotti] put pressure on him but Willy 
is a nice horse. When I asked him at the 
quarter pole, he picked it up again.” 

Afleet WiUy was claimed for $25,000 
out of a victory in a Laurel maiden race 
Dec. 27, 2015. The Kentucky-bred gelding 
has gone on to win 11 more races, includ¬ 
ing four stakes. 

“This is the best horse I’ve ever trained,” 
Gonzalez said. 

■ Maryland-bred 3-year-old StiU Having 
Fun handled the inside post, a wet track 
and his first start at a mile in winning the 
$100,000 Miracle Wood for Gary Barber, 
Wachtel Stable and Terp Racing. Trained 
by Tim Keefe, the son of Old Fashioned 
stayed on his left lead in the stretch but 
StiU caught Old Time Revival to win by a 
neck in 1:37.51. Feargal Lynch rode the 
even-money favorite, now 3-for-4 hfetime. 

Keefe was impressed with his horse’s 
effort late in the race, but also tried not to 
get ahead of himself as observers talked 
about future races with a 3-year-old on 
the rise. 

“He just keeps trying,” said the trainer. 
“He’s got that deep-down desire to want 
to win. He had every reason to finish third 
[in the Miracle Wood] and we’d have been 
thriUed with him. That was the hardest race 
he’s had. He had to overcome a lot. It took 
a Uttle more out of him than the others did, 
but I think that was good for him too. It 
gave him experience, and helped him with 
his fitness.” 

■ John Servis and Jorge Vargas teamed 
up to win the $100,000 Maryland Racing 
Media Stakes with Miss Inclusive three 
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Belmont virus case 
hurts big card at Laurel

T he stakes-fiUed Winter Carnival rac¬ 
ing lineup at Laurel Park Feb. 17 had 
everything. Strong fields, big purses, 
some cool specials in the restaurants and 
bars, ice sculptures, even free sweatshirts 
for fans. 

Then it all went every which way 
thanks to a sick horse in New York and 
some uncooperative February weather in 
Maryland. 

The result was a scratch-filled pro¬ 
gram, smaller fields, weakened graded 
stakes and a total handle figure down 
about 50 percent from the previous year. 
Of course, on the bright side, it could 
have been worse. 

The scenario began when a horse on 
the Belmont Park backstretch exhibited 
signs of the neurologic form of the 
equine herpes virus Feb. 15. The fiUy was 
euthanized the next day and tests con¬ 
firmed the presence of the virus. 
Fourteen horses based at Belmont were 
supposed to run at Laurel Feb. 17, but 
were ordered scratched because of the 
EHV case and a 21-day quarantine placed 
on the barn at Belmont Park. 

Laurel’s decision was based on the 
contagious nature of the virus and the 
possibility of impacting horses in the 
stable area in addition to horses from 
other tracks who shipped to Laurel. 

“You’re trying to protect your back¬ 
side,” said the Maryland Jockey Club’s Sal 
Sinatra of such decisions. “It may seem 
extreme, but the flip side is it could shut 
down your racing program entirely.” 

Sinatra worked at Parx Racing several 
years ago when the impact of a virus 
outbreak spread over almost three 
months and multiple barns. This year’s 
incident was simply bad timing as it 
affected numerous out-of-town entries 
and limited field size on an important day. 
Laurel ran six stakes on the 11 -race card, 
led by the Barbara Fritchie-G2 and 
General George-G3, and attracted 17 
entries from horses not stabled at Laurel. 

The scratches cost Laurel the two 
leading contenders in the General George 
and major players in the Fritchie includ¬ 


ing graded winner Highway Star, Boule 
from Juddmonte Farms, and $750,000- 
earner Quezon. 

The decision to scratch the New York 
horses was a practical one because if they 
had been allowed to run, other racetracks 
and training centers would have prevent¬ 
ed their horses from participating at 
Laurel for the full, 21-day period. 
Typically, horses in an affected barn are 
tested after 21 days. If there are no new 
cases, the quarantine ends. 

So Laurel took a hit on its field size, 
handle and—perhaps most important¬ 
ly—the future graded rating of the two 
headliners. 

“Three years from now, they’re going 
to look at the points on that race and it 
will hurt you,” Sinatra said of the scoring 
system used by the American Graded 
Stakes Committee. “Hopefully people 
wiU remember what happened because 
we actually got strong entries. They just 
didn’t get to run.” 

Like a stone tossed in a small pond, 
the virus will send ripples for a while 
though the most important aspect of all 
is control. There’s no easy answer. The 
virus is highly contagious, but often rela¬ 
tively benign in its respiratory form (ele¬ 
vated temperature, nasal discharge, 
cough). Horses can be vaccinated against 
it, but can sometimes get the virus any¬ 
way. Some cases, for no real reason, can 
change to the neurologic form, techni¬ 
cally equine herpes myeloencephalopa- 
thy, which is often fatal. Once there’s a 
case, biosecurity and communication 
become important. 

Respiratory cases get treated with rest, 
fever management and isolation though 
the latter is more to help control the 
spread than help the affected horse. 

“You can’t prevent it,” said Dr. Kathy 
Anderson, equine medical director at Fair 
HiU Training Center and former presi¬ 
dent of the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners. “It’s everywhere, 
the same as people or any other animal. 
You’ve got carriers, who sometimes don’t 


even get sick. There are a higher number 
of incidents in cold weather. The virus 
doesn’t last long in the environment, but 
it’s transmitted by aerosol particles. A 
horse can cough and spit it on something 
or transmit it to their neighbor pretty eas- 

ay.” 

Anderson emphasized vaccination, 
and pretty much aU states require proof 
of such within 90 to 120 days to enter the 
stable area, though vaccines do not 
impact the neurologic strain. 

“They’ve been working on one for 10 
years,” she said, and then added that any 
successful vaccine is at least 10 years 
away. “It’s like West Nile. It’s a scary virus 
that everybody wants no part of” 

Best practices in the barn can help 
prevent an outbreak, and can be crucial in 
barns with new horses and at breeding 
farms. 

“That could be significantly 
improved,” Anderson said. “Walk into 10 
barns and you might see 10 different 
ways of cooling out a horse. Some people 
use common water buckets. We can 
always be better with biosecurity and try¬ 
ing to minimize the risk.” 

Improvement has come in the areas 
of communication, understanding and 
managing an outbreak. Individual barns 
within a stable area can be quarantined 
now, and horses from an affected barn 
can continue to train (at an allotted time 
when no others are on the track). 

The Equine Disease Communication 
Center can be a source for tips to pre¬ 
vent, and manage, an outbreak. See 
equinediseasecc.org/biosecurity for more 
information. 

As for Sinatra, he and every other 
racetrack executive wiU do the best they 
can. 

“We constantly think about it and 
monitor it because of past occurrences, 
we aU know what happens when it hap¬ 
pens,” he said. “It affects the horse obvi¬ 
ously, but you also know it can go far 
beyond that. It’s a scary thing, and it defi¬ 
nitely affects business.” ^

Ladies Night 

Jockeys Vanek, Burg team up 
for exacta finish in late February race

F emale jockeys whose careers are a 
study in contrasts completed the exac¬ 
ta in the second race at Penn National 
Feb. 22, with Helen Vanek riding Devihsh 
Style to victory over Cassidy Burg and 
Spring Chicken. 

Vanek won the 1998 Sovereign Award 
as Canada’s outstanding apprentice and has 
since gone on to a successful career riding 
Thoroughbreds and Quarter Horses. Burg, 
a 5-pound apprentice, is just getting her 
career off the ground after riding her first 
race in 2016 in Northern California and 
moving her tack to Penn National last year. 


Vanek first rode at Picov Downs, a 
Quarter Horse track in the Toronto area 
suburb Ajax, at the age of 17. After two 
summers there, she began galloping at 
Woodbine and then rode races at Woodbine 
and Fort Erie. In 1998, she was the leading 
rider at Fort Erie en route to her Sovereign 
Award. Vanek decided to give American 
tracks a try after that season and rode up 
and down the East Coast, including stops 
at Delaware Park and Tampa Bay Downs. 
She decided to devote more time to riding 
Quarter Horses in 2011, but eventually 
transitioned back to Thoroughbreds. 


Riding full time at Fort Erie in 2017, she 
was the second-leading rider there last year. 

Vanek rode two races at Laurel Park 
in early January before coming to Penn 
National, where she won five races with 
her first six mounts. 

Burg won her first race in November 
2016 aboard Shysheisnot on the turf at 
Golden Gate Fields, after 22 previous tries. 
The Cahfornia native was an equestrian 
whose first job at the racetrack was as a 
groom at Pleasanton. She then started gal¬ 
loping horses there and graduated from 
high school a semester early to focus on 
riding, even taking lessons at the Frank 
Garza Thoroughbred Center in Somis. She 
rode her first race Oct. 20 at Golden Gate 
and won 59 races through Feb. 28. 

Burg has been a regular rider for the 
Renpher Stable of Bob Ohvia and other 
outfits. She rode Bowtie Diva to a 47-1 
upset in an optional claimer Jan. 27 for 
trainer Fernando Ferreira.

Feb. 1. Andrew Wolfsont rode the 4-year- 
old son of Quahty Road to a half-length 
win over Refuseing. 

Brevard Place is a half-brother to Daisy, 
winner of last year’s Tempted Stakes-G3 
at Aqueduct and second in the Suncoast 
Stakes at Tampa Bay Downs in her 3-year- 
old debut in February for Fox Hill Farm 
and trainer John Servis. The siblings are 
out of the winning Flower Alley mare 
Lovely Stay, whom Sheppard trained for 
breeder/owner George Strawbridge Jr. 
through a 10-race career. 

Lovely Stay is out of multiple graded 
stakes winner Ratings and is a half-sister 
to graded stakes winner Recording, the 
dam of graded stakes-winning millionaire 
Smart Bid. Sheppard trained Recording, 
Ratings (whose wins included Saratoga’s 
Grade 2 Diana), Ratings’ dam T. V. Ad 
and much of the family for Strawbridge’s 
Augustin Stable. In 2013, Strawbridge put 
Lovely Stay in the Keeneland January Sale 
and Sheppard bought the then 5-year-old 
for $32,000. He sold Daisy to Fox Hill for 
$80,000 at the Fasig-Tipton select yearhng 
sale in Saratoga in 2016. 


■ Shindel Thoroughbreds’ Empress 
Livia broke her maiden in her third start 
with a sweeping seven-wide move Feb. 
24. The 3-year-old daughter of Roman 
Ruler was bred in Pennsylvania by Gary 
Wills’ Two-Turn Farm. Wills purchased 
the fiUy’s dam, the Henny Hughes mare 
Hen Reception, for $7,000 at the 2012 
Keeneland November sale in foal to 
Philanthropist. Hen Reception has a year¬ 
ling colt by Daredevil, also bred by Wills, 
and is in foal to Strong Mandate. 

Wills, a pharmacist who hails from 
Scranton, built Two-Turn Farm on 19 
acres in Glenmoore in Chester County. 
Other runners off the farm include Rowd 
E Alhe, a multiple allowance winner of 
$287,603. 

■ Todd McCarty’s Laughing Best drew off 
with a flourish to capture a Pennsylvania- 
bred allowance Feb. 23, his second win 
from three starts in 2018. Trained by Tim 
Kreiser, Laughing Best began the year with 
a second in claiming company Jan. 25, then 
proved best six days later against similar 
company. Kreiser bumped the gelding into 
the state-bred allowance, and he handled 
the class hike. Bred by Pamela Arnold, 


Laughing Best is a son of Pennsylvania 
staUion Got the Last Laugh, who stands at 
Diamond B Farm, out of the Half Ours 
mare Neigh O Me. The victory was his 
fourth from 18 starts and boosted his earn¬ 
ings to $95,283. 

The same evening, Maria Montez 
Haire’s homebred Miss Manatee, a 4-year- 
old daughter of Smarty Jones, captured a 
state-bred allowance for fiUies and mares. 
The 4-year-old out of Ms. Moscow (by 
Purge) has competed exclusively in allow¬ 
ance company since breaking her maiden at 
Penn National in October and has a record 
of two wins and three thirds in eight starts. 
Haire stands Ms. Moscow’s half-brother 
Eclipticalspraline at Diamond B. 

■ Kreiser opened a big advantage in the 
2018 trainers’ standings with 24 wins from 
61 starts through February. He led Lester 
Stickler Jr. by 17. Kreiser saddled three 
winners Feb. 15 and a pair of winners Feb. 
23 and Feb. 24. Not surprisingly, Kreiser’s 
chent Robert Derr was the track’s leading 
owner through the period, with six win¬ 
ners. Angel Rodriguez recorded 23 wins 
and led the standings by seven over Juho 
Hernandez. ^

Official Milestone 

Veteran Bisono gets 1,000th win in 
United States aboard irish Coionei

J ockey John Bisono reached a career 
milestone in February, but in reality it 
was for the second time. 

During an extended period of time 
riding in Puerto Rico in the early and 
mid-2000s, Bisono recorded 1,000 wins, 
a record which he is not officially credited 
with because of incomplete statistics avail¬ 
able to Equibase prior to 1998. Officially, 
Bisono got his 1,000th U.S. win Feb. 17 
aboard Irish Colonel, who shipped to 
Parx Racing for Maryland-based trainer 
Cal Lynch. 

Equibase credits Bisono with 1,821 
career wins, not being able to verify 180 
more at Puerto Rico tracks. 

Despite the technical glitch, Bisono is 
happy to have finally achieved the mark, 
especially at Parx, where he has been based 
on and off since he was an apprentice 
in 1990. He left Pennsylvania to ride in 
Puerto Rico for the next decade, where he 
won 30 stakes, 22 Grade 1 events, and says 
he won 1,055 in total there. 


“I was tired of the winters at Parx and 
the weather was great in Puerto Rico,” he 
said. “I really loved riding there.” 

Bisono returned to Parx in 2010 
because purses began to shrink at tracks 
like El Commandante, but they were bal¬ 
looning in Pennsylvania thanks to slot 
machine revenues. He guided Favorite Tale 
to victory in Parx’s Gallant Bob Stakes-G3 
in 2014 and rode several winters in New 
York with success, counting among his big 
scores the 2016 Toboggan Stakes-G3 at 
Aqueduct aboard Sassicaia. 

The veteran teamed up with John Servis 
for win 999 aboard Forest Fire at Laurel 
Park Feb. 16 and the trainer was thrilled 
when he heard of the milestone the next 
day. 

“He’s a very classy guy, very intelligent 
and can tell you anything about a horse,” 
Servis said after Ms Locust Point won the 
Barbara Fritchie-G2 at Laurel Feb. 17. “If 
he gets off a horse and tells you some¬ 


thing, you better listen. Pm tickled for him. 
He’s a class act.” 

■ Ten Strike Racing, leading owner at Parx 
the last two years, recorded its first vic¬ 
tory of 2018 when Black Stetson broke his 
maiden Jan. 30. 

The partnership, headed by Marshall 
Gramm and Clay Sanders, also races at 
Oaklawn Park and Golden Gate Fields in 
the winter, as well as keeping a string at 
Parx with trainer Juan Carlos Guerrero. 

Black Stetson, a 3-year-old More Than 
Ready gelding, came off a fourth at Parx 
in mid-December and attracted former 
Parx leading rider Kendrick Carmouche. 
He shot Black Stetson to the lead over the 
track labeled good and never looked back. 
Black Stetson began his career last October 
at Keeneland Race Course for trainer Bill 
Harrigan and Miacomet Farm, but finished 
last of 10 after breaking slowly. His next 
start was at Parx for Guerrero. 

“I owned Black Stetson as part of a 
yearling to 2-year-old pinhook venture I’m 
involved in with Harrigan,” said Gramm. 
“Bill liked the horse quite a bit but he 
bucked shins and missed the sales. After 
his Keeneland debut, I bought him pri¬ 
vately. He ran poorly that day but Bill 
really liked him, and he’s a good judge of 
horses.” 

Gramm said that Ten Strike’s stable 
with Guerrero is comprised mostly of 
claimers, but he tries to send him a 2-year- 
old occasionally. 

“A 2-year-old is like a lottery ticket,” 
said Gramm. “It could take us places a 
claimer would not be able to.” 

As for Black Stetson, Gramm said he is 
stiU learning and developing. 

“We’re excited about his future,” he 
said. “We think he might be even better 
on the grass. He was short first out at 
Parx because Guerrero felt a race would 
be worth a month of training, and he was 
short again going into his January race. He 
still has a ton of potential.” 

Black Stetson’s dam, the Speightstown 
mare Ida Clark, is a half-sister to Maryland- 
bred graded stakes winner For Rubies, who 
earned $354,743, and stakes winner and 
$235,264-earner Chasin Tiger. 

■ Daniel Ryan’s homebred Quantum Miss 
was one of the fastest female sprinters 
in the Mid-Atlantic in 2011, proving her 
speed when she zipped 6 furlongs in a 
track record 1:08.63 winning the Wonders 
Delight Stakes at Penn National. 

Retired with five wins in eight starts 
and $251,290, Quantum Miss has pro- 
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duced two winners from her first two 
foals—These Blues, a 5-year-old gelding 
by Hard Spun, and Phantom Proton, a 
4-year-old filly by Ghostzapper. Both are 
Pennsylvania-breds foaled at Walnut Green 
in Chester County 

These Blues, owned by Juana Sevilla and 
Michelle Castillo, and trained by Castillo, 
has won twice from three starts in 2018, his 
most recent score an allowance test going 
1 mile for registered Pennsylvania-breds at 
Penn National Jan. 29. It was the gelding’s 
sixth win in 27 starts; he now has earnings 
of $185,902. 

Phantom Proton, sold as a weanling 
to Stepaside Farm for $105,000 at the 
2014 Keeneland November sale, races 
in Southern California for trainer Neil 
Drysdale. She won an allowance at Santa 
Anita Park Feb. 24. 

As for Quantum Miss, the daughter of 
Smoke Glacken was also sold at the 2014 
Keeneland November breeding stock sale, 
consigned by Walnut Green for Smart 
Angle LLP. In foal to Elusive Quality, she 
was purchased by Japanese owner Yushun 
Co. for $280,000. 


I Dexter Haddock, a top apprentice last 
year at Parx, continues to find the winner’s 
circle in 2018 and won 10 races and placed 
20 times through February, with purses 
of more than $260,000. The 19-year-old 
native of Puerto Rico won 46 races and 
placed 87 times, with his mounts earning 
$1.2 million, in 2017. 

‘'Since I was little. I’ve always liked 
horses and I was excited when I went to 
the racetrack,” said Haddock. “I decided 
I wanted to be a jockey, and they accepted 
me in the Puerto Rico Vocational School, 
where I studied for two years before I rode 
my first race.” 

■ Hidden Acres 4-D Farm’s Cozy Lover 
recorded his 10th victory Feb. 17 when he 
survived a fierce duel to take a bV-furlong 
starter allowance. 

Ridden by Roberto Rosado and trained 
by last year’s leading conditioner Pat 
Farro, the 5-year-old son of Not For Love 
swapped the lead with Brother Chub and 
Elevated while racing three wide early. 
As the trio came into the stretch, a fresh 
challenge emerged from Long May You 
Run, who overcame a stumbling start 


and loomed boldly, but Cozy Lover had 
enough left to outlast Brother Chub by a 
head as Long May You Run flattened out. 

Cozy Lover was foaled in Allentown, 
N.J., at Doris and David Wilkinson’s 
Hidden Acres 4-D Farm. The Wilkinsons, 
who began breeding in the mid-1970s, 
bred Cozy Lover’s third dam, the Honest 
Bullet mare Eastern Bullet. They also bred 
and raced his second dam. Kiss’em Kate 
(by Foligno), and his dam, Kate’s Cozy 
Kiss (by Cozy Dell). ^

State’s Honor 

West Virginia Racing Commission 
honors Moonlit Song for superb 2017

T im and Judy Grams’ homebred 
Moonht Song had quite a 3-year-old 
season with eight wins, five of them 
stakes, in 11 starts, including the West 
Virginia “Cavada” Breeders Classic versus 
older females in October. 

Her 2017 campaign at Charles Town, 
where she made 10 of those starts, caught 
the attention of the West Virginia Racing 
Commission, which honored the fiUy with 
the RusseU Road Award for Thoroughbred 
Excellence. The first winner of the award, 
handed out last year, was West Virginia- 


bred Russell Road, who earned more than 
$2 million and captured a record three 
editions of the lucrative West Virginia 
Breeders Classic. 

Moonlit Song ranked sixth by wins 
nationally last year. By popular West 
Virginia sire Fiber Sonde out of the 
Parker’s Storm Cat mare Malibu Kitten, 
Moonht Song began her 2017 season with 
a second in an aUowance race at Charles 
Town Jan. 18 and then went on a five-race 
win streak that include stakes victories in 
the Its Binn Too Long and Fancy Buckles. 


After a third in a July 27 aUowance, 
Moonht Song took the Sylvia Bishop 
Memorial and Sadie Hawkins Stakes 
before her Breeders Classics night score. 
She earned $234,140 last year. 

Moonht Song is expected to be one 
of many top state-bred horses preparing 
to compete this season at Charles Town, 
which after a few months of uncertain¬ 
ty finaUy received WVRC approval for 
its complete 2018 racing schedule in late 
February. 

The track is required by statute to apply 
for 220 racing programs but submitted a 
request—agreed to by the Charles Town 
HBPA—to offer 162 programs, down from 
166 in 2017. Similar requests have been 
approved in recent years as the track and 
horsemen’s group attempt to maintain a 
competitive purse structure given reduc¬ 
tions in revenue from video lottery ter¬ 
minals. 

Charles Town wih offer four programs 
a week through April 21, the day of the 
$1.2 milhon Charles Town Classic-G2, and 
then take a break for a week and a half 
When racing returns May 3, the track wih

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race three nights a week (Thursday through 
Saturday) through Dec. 22, the final night 
of racing for the year. 

After a quiet winter in 2017, Charles 
Town lost eight racing programs in 2018 
(through late February) because of weath¬ 
er or track conditions. Randy Funkhouser, 
president of the Charles Town HBPA, said 
horsemen reserve the right to make up lost 
dates later in the year. 

“Our plan is to do that,” Charles Town 
vice president of racing operations Erich 
Zimny said. “We’ll start planning for that 
now that our schedule has been approved.” 

Zimny said the reason Charles Town 
races four nights a week in the winter and 
only three during good-weather months 
is because it “catches a larger share” of 
the market-pari-mutuel wagering dol¬ 
lars-early in the year when fewer tracks 
are open. The horsemen’s group agrees. 

“There’s much more intense competi¬ 
tion in the Mid-Atlantic in the spring and 
summer months,” Charles Town HBPA 
vice president Joe Funkhouser said. “As 
much as we’d like to race more days we 
realize this is the best schedule to meet our 
needs.” 


The WVRC, when it considers a reduc¬ 
tion in racing days, is required to hold a 
public comment period. There were no 
objections to the Charles Town schedule, 
and the same was the case for Mountaineer, 
which like Charles Town can’t afford to 
reduce purses and lose horses to other 
tracks. 

Mountaineer is required to apply for 
210 racing dates but asked for 123, down 
eight from last year. No one objected dur¬ 
ing the public comment period, and the 
request was approved. 

The meet will begin May 5, Kentucky 
Derby Day, with a special first post time of 
2 p.m. That wiU be the case Aug. 4 when 
Mountaineer offers seven stakes including 
the Grade 3 West Virginia Derby, which 
had its purse cut this year to $500,000 from 
$750,000. 

Under a contract with the Mountaineer 
HBPA, the Northern Panhandle track can 
devote up to 6 percent of purse money 
for stakes. The $250,000 reduction is the 
equivalent of almost three racing programs 
based on recent purse averages. 

“It’s what we had to do,” said Jim 
Colvin, director of racing at Mountaineer. 


“We worked with the horsemen on it. 
We’re trying to think proactively [for the 
future].” ^

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The Maryland Hunt 
Cup. The very title of the 
race stirs thoughts of history 
a quest, a prize, a goal. And 
for the 122nd time, the goal 
is at hand. The Hunt Cup, the 
oldest steeplechase in North 
America, goes to the post at its 
traditional date the last Satur¬ 
day in April. 

Early nominations brought 
out 25 potential runners, 
though the field will no 
doubt shrink a bit by then. As 
they've said for generations. 
Hunt Cup prospects are far 
easier to find in early March 
than late April. 

Among the group are pre¬ 
vious winners Derwins Pros¬ 
pector (2017), Senior Senator 
(2016) and Raven's Choice 
(2015) plus Virginia Gold Cup 
and Pennsylvania Hunt Cup 
winner Ebanour (Ire) and 
Hunt Cup specialists Imperial 
Way, Old Timer, Drift Society 
(Ire) and other contenders. 
Race organizers came up with 
the early nomination schedule 
a few years ago to spur some 
attention and conversation, 
and have succeeded as con¬ 
versations in barns, bars and 
office buildings will center on 
the $100,000 classic until race 
day April 28. 

"That was the whole point, 
to get the buzz and excitement 
going," said Shockey Gillet, 
the Hunt Cup secretary, in 
mid-March. "People can fol-

low them for the next eight 
weeks or so. Some you know 
probably won't run, because 
people throw names in there 
and see how they'll do leading 
up to it." 

Gillet paid credit to former 
Hunt Cup jockey Paddy Neil- 
son for the early nomination 
idea much like big English 
and Irish races or American 
Triple Crown races. The Hunt 
Cup isn't either of those, but 
the impact is much the same 
when it comes to revving up 
pre-race discussions. Horses 
can still enter the race without 
nominating early but the fee is 
a bit higher. 

"It's exciting and a good 
thing," said Gillet. "To see so 
many people continuing to 
be interested in this race says 
something. Since we started 
the process I think it's helped 
generate interest. Meanwhile, 
it seems to me that the timber 
world is in a good spot right 
now. There's an enthusiastic 
group that supports timber 
racing." 

Gillet oversees a race that 
started in 1894, when specta¬ 
tors arrived in horse-drawn 
carriages. 

The modern Hunt Cup 
has changed, but then again 
it hasn't. It's still the only race 
on the card, still without spon¬ 
sors, still without a grand¬ 
stand, still without on-site 
vendors or much commercial 


activity, still something to sa¬ 
vor. 

"It's really nice to see that 
the simplicity of the day is still 
enjoyed by the younger gen¬ 
erations and they come and 
tailgate and have a very nice 
time," said Gillet. "There's 
plenty of interest in that. Peo¬ 
ple enjoy the simple tailgate 
afternoon and know that's 
what they're coming for and 
that's what they like." 

Twenty-five Hopefuls 

The big list of nominees 
bodes well for the final field 
size for the Hunt Cup-run 
over its traditional course of 
22 jumps and 4 miles in Bal¬ 
timore County's Worthington 
Valley. The course has been 
the same since 1922, defined 
by stone survey markers in the 
ground and the placement of 
those formidable fences. 

Clerk of the course Bruce 
Eenwick, who also has two on 
the nomination list as an own¬ 
er and trainer, said the third 
fence was rebuilt for this year 
(following the 13th last year) 
and that the 21st (the water 
jump) was on schedule to be 
rebuilt before race day. 

"The course is excellent, 
it'll be great," he said. "A lot 
of snow is good for it, not that 
we had that much snow but 
we've had enough moisture. 
If the race was the first week 
of April, we'd be in trouble.

Fenwick's Hunt Cup hopefuls. Daddy 
in the Dark and De Chera, were foxhunt¬ 
ing, training and getting into form along 
with all the others on the list. Nobody 
holds a stronger hand than Maryland 
trainer Joe Davies, who sent out the Hunt 
Cup winner in each of the past two years. 

Derwins Prospector sprung an upset 
last year for owners Gerry Brewster and 
Adair Bonsai Stifel, going from maiden to 
Hunt Cup hero with a single victory. The 
win changed things for the now 10-year- 
old son of Van Nistelrooy. 

"He seems a little more robust, we 
certainly take him more seriously than 
we did before," said Davies. "Horses that 
have been around there seem to have a 
bit of a confidence about them that they 
didn't have before. Other horses have 
won the Maryland Hunt Cup and been 
more impressive or more brilliant, but he 
jumped carefully and put on a good per¬ 
formance. The slower pace helped him, 
but he really ran up the stretch." 

And nobody's taking away the trophy 
or $60,000 first-place check. 

Skip Crawford's Senior Senator won 
the 2016 Hunt Cup, but fell at the third 
fence last year and has been on the come¬ 
back trail ever since. The 8-year-old need¬ 
ed an extended break to recover from a 
neck injury, but seemed to be back to his 
old self this winter. 

"He's been in great form, unseated 
his rider a few times around here in the 
morning, which is to be expected," said 
Davies. "He seems to be the same feisty 
beast he was, which is important. We'll 
take it slow and see how he does." 

Davies also nominated Vintage Vin- 
nie (Ire), a newcomer for Armata Stable 
whose English form includes a handicap 
win over the Grand National course at 
Aintree last June. The 9-year-old was pur¬ 
chased by Armata Stable and will a have 
to prove he has made the conversion to 
timber before he tries the Hunt Cup.

"He's a pretty serious racehorse," said 
Davies. "He's got a big engine and we're 
excited to have him. Whether he can 
adapt to timber at his age, we'll see. He's 
done everything very nicely so far." 

Team Davies also includes timber 
maiden Our Town, who will bid for an 
upset. Davies said Frenchman Gonzague 
Cottreau would return to ride Derwins 
Prospector while Chris Gracie (a Hunt 
Cup winner in 2003 and 2006) was look¬ 
ing to end his retirement and ride Vintage 
Vinnie and Eric Poretz would keep the 
mount on Senior Senator. 

Last year's runner-up (and third 
home in 2016) Drift Society (Ire) returns 
for Bruton Street-US and Jack Fisher. The 
10-year-old has been second in four con¬ 
secutive starts-all timber stakes-and 
would be the likely favorite if there were 
betting on the race. Raven's Choice won 
the 2015 race via disqualification, but 
couldn't match that performance in 2016 
(when he fell) and skipped the Hunt Cup 
last year for Ann Jackson and Todd Wy¬ 
att. Kinross Farm's Old Timer was in with 
a big chance last year when he lost jockey 
McLane Hendriks at the second-last, the 
tricky water jump.

Historic Anniversary 

Fifty years ago. Mountain Dew tried to 
make history while bidding for his fourth 
win in the race only to pull up lame with a 
tendon injury and instead head off into re¬ 
tirement. At the time, the Maryland-bred 
was one of seven triple winners of the 
Hunt Cup along with Jay Trump, Pine 
Pep, Winton, Blockade, Garry Owen and 
Princeton. Cancottage (GB) joined the list 
in 1983, but that's as far as we've gotten. 

A look at the three-timers, courtesy 
of the April 1968 edition of the Maryland 
Horse: 

Princeton: Foaled in 1889, he won 
the Hunt Cup in 1903, 1905 and 1906 for 
owners W.J.H. and Sidney Watters. The 
brothers took turns riding, with Sidney 
taking the 1905 running. The horse was 
typically harnessed and driven to the race 
by the Watters brothers, who purchased 
Princeton after a flat career of some note 
ended in 1902. Known as Tom Ward, 
the horse was owned by "unscrupulous 
scoundrels" who altered his name and 
markings to assist their betting strategies. 
Ultimately, he was banned from the race¬ 
track and purchased as a steeplechaser. 
He raced until 1911, meaning he was 22 
when he last ran, never fell and died at 
age 30. 

Garry Owen: One year after Princeton 
won his third, this foal of 1891 scored a 
Hunt Cup win at age 16 for owner J.H. 
O'Donovan and jockey Jervis Spencer Jr. 
to join the triple-winner club. The three 
wins came over three courses, at Brook- 
landwood in 1901, Timonium in 1902 
and Thomas Deford's farm in the Green 
Spring Valley in 1907. 

Blockade: It took 33 years, but anoth¬ 
er triple winner finally came in the form

Fenwick's property, the course being virtually the same as the 
1915 running. Of this course, Stuart Rose states: "The Fenwick 
farm in 1915 was fenced entirely with wire and it was necessary 
for the Committee to build panels in order to run the race ... In 
1919 the Committee again found itself up against the problem of 
1914: the landowners would not keep the course in grass."

4 miles. Time not taken. 

Since 1922, the course has remained fixed. Only the names of 
the property owners have changed. Mr. and Mrs. J.W.Y. Martin 
Jr. are the present owners, Mr. Martin having inherited the estate 
from his mother who died in 1977. Mrs. Martin Sr. and her late 
husband had purchased the property from Heiser.

of Blockade, a son of Man o' War. Bred 
for flat racing by Isabel Dodge Sloane's 
Brookmeade Stable, Blockade was sold 
as a show horse because of a troublesome 
ankle. Trainer Janon Fisher Jr. opted for 
timber instead, and Blockade blossomed 
with Hunt Cup wins in 1938, 1939 and 
1940. J. Fred Colwill, later a state steward 
at the Maryland tracks, did the riding. 

Winton: No Hunt Cup horse outdid 
Winton, who won in 1942, 1946 and 1947 
as World War II forced the cancellation 
of the 1943, 1944 and 1945 races. Winton 
was bred on the Eastern Shore of Mary¬ 
land by Helena Raskob and sold to Jervis 
Spencer Jr. as a hunter prospect. When 
Spencer died, his nephew Stuart Janney 
Jr. inherited the son of Belli Cassus. Win¬ 
ton excelled as a hunter, and won 12 of 13 
starts over timber. 

Pine Pep: Trained by Hall of Earner 
Burley Cocks and ridden by Hall of Earn¬ 
er Mikey Smithwick, the foal of 1940 won 
the Hunt Cup in 1949,1950 and 1952. WJ. 
Clothier gave Pine Pep to his wife Anita 
as a birthday present after acquiring the 
horse from a Pennsylvania farmer as a 
foxhunter prospect. 

Jay Trump: The Maryland-bred raced 
at lowly Shenandoah and Charles Town 
on the flat before being purchased by 
Crompton "Tommy" Smith as a timber 
prospect. The foal of 1957 became a leg¬ 
end for owner Mary Stephenson, winning

the Hunt Cup in 1963, 1964 and 1966. In 
1965, the horse won England's famed 
Grand National at Aintree. Trained by 
Bobby Fenwick and Mikey Smithwick 
in the United States (and Fred Winter in 
England), Jay Trump was ultimately in¬ 
ducted into Thoroughbred racing's Hall 
of Fame. 

Mountain Dew: Bred, owned and 
trained by Janon Fisher Jr. (of Blockade 
fame)-and ridden by his son Janon Fish¬ 
er III-Mountain Dew was a star foxhunt¬ 
er for Fisher's daughter Julie Colhoun 
before switching to timber racing. The 
Maryland-bred son of "^Hunters Moon IV 
scored Hunt Cup victories in 1962, 1965 
and 1967 and settled for second to Jay 
Trump in 1963, 1964 and 1966. Injured 
while leading that 1968 race. Mountain 
Dew was retired to life as a foxhunter. In 
eight Hunt Cup starts, he had three wins, 
three seconds and a third. 

Cancottage (GB): English owner/rid¬ 
er Broderick Munro-Wilson brought Can- 
cottage (GB) to the 1979 Hunt Cup and 
finished a distant fifth after falling and re¬ 
mounting at the 17th fence. Purchased by 
noted steeplechase owner Joy Valentine, 
the chestnut turned into a star-helping 
Joy Slater become the first woman to win 
the race as a jockey in 1980. They repeated 
in 1981. After missing 1982, he was ridden 
to victory by Charlie Fenwick Jr. in 1983. 

Since Cancottage, five horses have 
won the Hunt Cup twice. ^

25. Under Ken Tohill, the 4-5 
favorite sped to an early lead 
and relaxed while being 
chased by Kram. The daugh¬ 
ter of Blame picked up the 
pace on the second turn and 
never looked back. The win¬ 
ner of the El Paso Times Hand¬ 
icap in January roared through 
the stretch and won by 6y2 
lengths while geared down. 

With the $45,000 earned 
for her fourth win in five 
starts, the Sagamore Farm- 
bred increased her earnings to 
$117,260. She was purchased 
privately by her current own¬ 


er after failing to reach her re¬ 
serve on a bid of $77,000 at the 
Keeneland September yearling 
sale. 

She is the fourth named foal 
out of Salsa Star, a winning 
daughter of Giant's Causeway 
raced by Sagamore, and her 
third winner. Both daughters 
are stakes performers. 

Sagamore still owns and has 
in training Blamed's 4-year- 
old half-sister Chubby Star, a 
stakes-placed daughter of Mal¬ 
ibu Moon with two wins, two 
seconds and a third in 11 starts, 
and earnings of $118,196. 

Salsa Star produced a colt 
by More Than Ready, now 2, 
before Sagamore sold the mare 
for $100,000 at the 2016 Keene¬ 
land November breeding stock 
sale in foal to Super Saver. ^ 


Enchanted Ghost takes 
to the slop in Wide Country 


]\4ens Grille Racing's En- 
chanted Ghost swept to the 
lead on the far turn and pulled 
clear for her first stakes victo¬ 
ry in the $100,000 Wide Coun¬ 
try at Laurel Park Feb. 17. 

The 3-year-old daughter 
of Hall of Earner Ghostzapper 
was content to sit behind lead¬ 
ers Aggregator and Last True 
Love through a quarter-mile 
in :23.82 and a half in :47.93, 
ranged up to take over at the 
top of the lane and drew off by 
3V4 lengths while getting 7 fur¬ 
longs in 1:25.49 over a muddy 
main track. 

It was Enchanted Ghost's 
third win in her last four 
starts. The 9-5 betting favorite 
finished third in her previous 
outing, the 6-furIong Mar- 
shua Stakes Jan. 27 at Laurel 
in her stakes debut, missing 
by IVa lengths to 2017 Mary¬ 
land-bred champion 2-year- 
old filly Limited View and 
Last True Love. 

"I think the distance is go¬ 
ing to help her a lot. I look for¬ 
ward to later in the year on the 
grass and going long. She's 


got some grass pedigree on 
her mother's side," said win¬ 
ning trainer Hamilton Smith. 

Bred by George Doetsch Jr., 
Enchanted Ghost is the first 
foal out of the Grand Slam 
mare Uniformly Yours. Sold 
as a broodmare prospect for 
$100,000 in February 2014, 
Uniformly Yours had failed 
to win in six starts, but is a 
half-sister to stakes winner 
and stakes producer Sans Sou- 
ci Island and out of a half-sis¬ 
ter to European champion 
Negligent (Ire) from the fam¬ 
ily of English classic winner 
Sky Lantern (Ire). 

Enchanted Ghost sold for 
$75,000 to Men's Grille at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic year¬ 
ling sale. In seven starts she 
has never been worse than 
third while amassing $139,589. 

The second foal out of Uni¬ 
formly Yours, a filly by More 
Than Ready, sold at last fall's 
Keeneland November sale as 
a weanling for $190,000, with 
De Meric Stables making the 
purchase. Uniformly Yours 
was bred back to champion 
Honor Code. ^ 


Whereshetoldmetogo returns 
a winner at Gulfstream Park 


Recording his first win 
since Delaware Park's First 
State Dash Stakes for juve¬ 
niles in September, Whereshe¬ 
toldmetogo rocketed to a 
6y2-length score in the Amer¬ 
ican Fabius Stakes, one of 13 
starter stakes that kicked off 
Presidents' Day weekend at 
Gulfstream Park Feb. 17. 

Racing exclusively in stakes 
company since September, the 
Black Cloud Stable colorbear- 
er trained by Anthony Pecora- 
ro sat behind the early leaders 
in the 7-furlong American Fa¬ 
bius before moving four wide 
around the far turn and draw¬ 
ing off. The chestnut son of El 
Padrino completed the dis¬ 
tance in 1:23.90 as the favorite. 

The first starter, and first 
winner, for his sire when he 
broke his maiden in his debut 
last June, Whereshetoldmetogo 
was bred by David Wade out 


of Undisputed Legend, a win¬ 
ning daughter of Domestic 
Dispute and half-sister to 2005 
Maryland-bred champion 
2-year-old filly Celestial Leg¬ 
end and stakes winner Amie's 
Legend. Undisputed Legend's 
first four foals are winners. 
Her fifth, the 2-year-old Mary¬ 
land-bred full-brother to 
Whereshetoldmetogo, was 
sold by Wade at last fall's 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall 
sale for $26,000. He resold at 
the OBS March juvenile sale for 
$60,000 to Kenneth Fishbein. 

Black Cloud Racing paid 
$7,000 for Whereshetoldme¬ 
togo at the 2016 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic yearling sale. A 
three-time winner, the colt re¬ 
turned March 10 in the Grade 
3 Gotham Stakes at Aqueduct 
and finished fifth. He has 
earned $141,862 in nine starts.

T he Maryland Horse 
Industry Board-a program 
within the Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture estab¬ 
lished in 1998 to promote and 
develop the state's equine 
industry-awarded $29,983 in 
grants to 20 organizations and 
individuals that represent a 
variety of equine groups and 
disciplines. Funding for these 
grants and the board is 
provided by the Maryland 
Feed Fund, which collects $6 
on every ton of horse feed 
sold within the state. 

"Horses are a critical 
component of Maryland's 
agricultural industry. The 
Maryland Horse Industry 
Board and the Feed Fund help 
stimulate growth and 
opportunity in Maryland's 


equestrian community 
without using any govern¬ 
ment funding," said board 
chairman Jim Steele. "This 
self-funded commodity 
marketing entity is a model of 
how industry groups can help 
themselves without relying on 
taxpayer dollars." 

The committee selected 
this year's projects from 27 
applicants. The recipients 
included projects that provide 
equine research, horseman¬ 
ship scholarships, support for 
therapeutic and rescue 
programs, restoration of 
horseback riding trails and 
help for 4-H and Pony Club 
projects. A full list of this 
year's grantees with detailed 
descriptions is available on 
the board's website. 


Projects are evaluated 
based on value to the industry, 
degree of industry promotion, 
size and scope of activity, 
financial need, potential for 
matching funds and overall 
quality of the written 
presentation. Grants are 
capped at $3,000 to support as 
many groups as possible. 

Eligible projects should 
have a completion date no 
later than June 30. Grant 
recipients are required to file a 
project report with the board 
detailing how the money was 
used. 

The board has awarded 
more than $400,000 to more 
than 300 projects across the 
state since the Maryland Feed 
Fund was started in 2002.

message 



The 2018 Thoroughbred Makeover competition has accepted Sarah Blanchard, NCTA board 
member and trainer, and Perry. Registered as Prerogative, the 4-year-old filly by Rock Slide out of 
Aberforth (by One Way Love) was bred and campaigned by Bill Thompson-Maple Lane Farm. 


F rom Jan. 26 through Feb. 25, 2018, 
member affiliated horses ran in 34 
races. Stakes performances included 
Frost Wise, owned by George and Stepha¬ 
nie Autry, finishing second in the Biogio’s 
Rose Stakes at Aqueduct. Mopotism, bred 
by Frank Batten, ran second to Eclipse 
Award winner Unique Bella in the Santa 
Maria Stakes-G2 at Santa Anita. Navy 
Armed Guard, partially owned by Frank 
Coniglio, competed in the Sam F. Davis 
Stakes-G3 at Tampa Bay Downs. 

From graded stakes races to claiming 
races, these races produced a 47 percent 
“win, place, show” rate, with nearly an 18 
percent win rate. Congratulations to 
those of you who hit the board, and kudos 
to all of you who are still in the game. It’s 
an expensive and tough one to weather 
when the checks aren’t coming in, and 
it’s not for the faint of heart. 

I most identify with the group void of 
paydays. The horse I partner with is more 
of a layup horse than a racehorse. Soft tis¬ 
sue injuries have kept the mare on and off 
the track for a collective time of more 
than two years. I’ve had her for three. The 
now 5-year-old has a career total of two 
starts. She did win her first race coming 
back from her first year-long layoff, and if 
not prone to injuries, has potential. 

She is now on her second year-long 
layup. If it were up to me, I would retire 
her, but it’s not. If she ever makes it back 
to the races, I’ll be praying she makes it 
through safely. After over a decade of 
owning racehorses, I probably won’t ever 
have another one where my opinion 
doesn’t matter. 

When people who have possibly for¬ 
gotten more than I’ll ever know about 
racing offer me advice, I tend to listen 
and take it. At the first NCTA Awards 


function I attended, I was fortunate 
enough to sit a table with Peter Bradley, 
Steve Laymon and Barbara Laymon, own¬ 
ers of Breeder’s Cup Filly and Mare Turf 
winner and champion Dayatthespa. The 
essential piece of knowledge I departed 
with that evening was that cheap horses 
don’t last. (A lesson I have learned well, 
indeed.) With that in mind and the price 
of $200,000 to $250,000 given to me for a 
“potentially” good horse, a 10 percent 
share is not in my budget of “let’s-just- 
have-some-fun” money. 


Not being involved in ownership won’t 
diminish my passion or support for the 
sport. Most of our members don’t breed, 
own, train or work in the racing industry. 
However, every year, you choose to sup¬ 
port us and belong to our small, dedicated 
community of Thoroughbred admirers, 
retired breeders/owners, horse racing en¬ 
thusiasts, handicappers and yes, current 
breeders and owners, too. The horses and 
sport is our commonality, and we’re still 
here because of you. I like being with you. 
Thank you. 










NCTA annually displays our apprecia¬ 
tion for the courage, success, and perse¬ 
verance of breeders and owners by honor¬ 
ing their horses’ championship-winning 
achievements. Additionally, we bestow an 
individual breeder with an award. This 
year, we added a new accolade. Owner of 
the Year, recognizing a single owner’s con¬ 
tribution to our organization and indus¬ 


try. Who will it be? You’ll have to wait un¬ 
til the April 28 Awards Event to find out. 

Lastly, I’d like to welcome two new ju¬ 
nior members to the NCTA, siblings Tris- 
tin Lowery and Chloe Brooks. They both 
ride former racehorses for pleasure. I am 
lucky to have their father as the farrier. We 
often have discussions about racing, his 
children and their passion for riding, and 


their horses. I told him the racing indus¬ 
try is like the tobacco industry, we like to 
hook them young; horseracing is addic¬ 
tive. With that, he signed his kids up and 
subscribed to the Mid-Atlantic Thorough¬ 
bred.

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New Ohio stallions bring impressive race records 
and classic bloodlines to the State

T he roster of stallions in the state of 
Ohio continues to be infused 
with high quality performers and 
pedigrees that boast proven sire lines and 
strong, legendary female families. 

DA BIG HOSS has been retired from 
racing and enters stud in Ohio as the all- 
time money-earning stallion. He earned 
$1,551,696 from 22 lifetime starts with a 
record of 12-1-3. Dr. Harvey Diamond of 
Skychai Racing fell in love with him at 
first look. “On paper you could see he was 
a horse who liked to win. We watched 
him on the walk over at Churchill Downs 
and he was a striking individual with good 
size and scope.Trainer Mike Maker agreed, 
the Wests [his breeders] took a chance rac¬ 
ing him for $50,000 and we took him 
home. Of his 12 lifetime wins, nine were 
for us. In his third race for us he became a 
graded stakes winner in the [Grade 3] 
Kentucky Cup Turf at Kentucky Downs—a 
race he would win again a year later.” 

In his next nine starts Da Big Hoss 
would race at seven different tracks, per¬ 
form Beyer figures of 100 or more in four 
and win four more graded stakes races, 
while recording two course records. His 
record time of 3:17.29 in the $300,000 
Belmont Gold Cup Invitational estab- 
hshed a North American record on turf or 
dirt for 2 miles, eclipsing the great Kelso’s 
time by two seconds. 

“Sure, he excelled at distance races, but 
he didn’t just wear horses down,” stated 
Dr. Diamond. “When the jocks asked him, 
he had a powerful speed move and he dis¬ 
played desire and courage and that’s what 
I believe he can pass along to his foals.” Dr. 
Diamond plans to support Da Big Hoss 
with mares by Curlin, Tapit, Pioneerof the 
Nile as well as sending his 21-time winner 
Brandys Secret. 

Now 7, Da Big Hoss was unraced since 
November 2016. He returned to the work 


tab in January after a nine-month layoff 
for three timed workouts at Gulfstream 
Park before the decision was made to re¬ 
tire him. He covered his first mare in 
March. Bred in Kentucky by Gary and 
Mary West, Da Big Hoss is by Lemon 
Drop Kid out of the winning Touch Gold 
mare Lady Struck Gold, who is the dam of 
five winners from six foals to race. His sec¬ 
ond dam is Grade 2 winner Lady Bless- 
ington; the extended family includes 
French champion Lope de Vega; U.S. 
graded stakes-winning miUionaire Gotta 
Have Her; French Group 3 winners Low¬ 
ell, Prosper©, Lady Vettori, Lady Frankel, 
and Bal de la Rose; German Group 3 
winner Real Value; and Saudi Arabian 
champion Water Queen. 

He stands his first season at Poplar 
Creek Horse Center in Bethel for a pri¬ 
vate fee, alongside Factum and Kiss the 
Ghost, also new to the state this season. 


FACTUM is a winning half-brother 
to the internationally sought-after sire War 
Front ($250,000 stud fee), the Number 1 
sire in North America by percentage of 
stakes winners, graded stakes horses and 
Grade 1 stakes horses. 

Factum is a son of breed-shaping sire 
Storm Cat out of $564,789 multiple stakes 
winner and five-time graded stakes-placed 
producer Starry Dreamer. She was the dam 
of four stakes winners by four different 
sires: Teammate ($618,276), a multiple 
graded stakes winner by A.P Indy; multiple 
graded stakes winner and sire Ecclesiastic 
($346,472), by Pulpit; Riviera Cocktail 
($204,095), by Giant’s Causeway; plus 
graded stakes winner War Front ($424,205), 
by Danzig. Factum’s 2018 fee is private. 

KISS THE GHOST is a son of Horse 
of the Year and champion older male 
Ghostzapper ($85,000 stud fee) who has 
an impressive record of 11 percent black- 










type winners. Kiss the Ghost hails from a 
strong female family. His dam, Kiss the 
Devil ($381,629), was a graded stakes 
winner and multiple graded stakes-placed 
performer. 

She has proven to be a solid broodmare 
from the Carl PoUard band. Bred to Mali¬ 
bu Moon she produced Kiss Moon 
($535,969), who like her dam is a graded 
stakes winner who has multiple graded 
stakes-placings on her resume. Kiss Mine 
($489,862) is a daughter by Mineshaft 
who is a 10-time winner with six stakes 
wins and three graded stakes placings to 
her credit. Kiss the Devil’s daughter Dixie¬ 
land Kiss produced Besharah ($375,564), 
an Irish-bred two-time group stakes win¬ 
ner in England, whose five group placings 
included a Group 1. 

Sad to say. Kiss the Ghost never had the 
chance to live up to his bloodlines. A pad- 
dock accident as a weanling cost him his 
racing career. His stud fee is $1,500. 

AWESOME PATRIOT is a stakes- 
winning son of the outstanding sire Awe¬ 
some Again out of Tizamazing, by Gee’s 
Tizzy. That makes him a fuU brother to 
$1,243,500-earner Oxbow, winner of the 
Preakness Stakes-G1 and LeComte 
Stakes-G3, and second in the Rebel 
Stakes-G2 and Belmont Stakes-Gl, the 
latter to Palace Malice, while defeating 
Kentucky Derby winner Orb. Awesome 


Patriot’s dam is a full sister to Hall of Fame 
champion, champion sire and emerging 
sire of sires Tiznow. 

Pedigree pundits wiU note that the 
Awesome Again/Cee’s Tizzy cross has 
produced four black-type winners from 
12 starters (33.3 percent). In addition to 
Awesome Patriot and Oxbow they in¬ 
clude Grade 1 winner and classic-placed 
Paynter. Awesome Again has sired 70 
stakes winners. Dr. George Sikora of Ma- 
pleton Farm has his 2018 Derby pick se¬ 
lected in $400,000 Grade 2 Risen Star 
Stakes winner Bravazo. The Calumet 
Farm runner is by Awesome Again out of 
a Gee’s Tizzy mare from the Seattle Slew 
line-the same as Awesome Patriot. 

On a 2-year lease from legendary 
Spendthrift Farm, Awesome Patriot will 
stand at Mapleton Thoroughbred Farm in 
Polk for $2,500, where he joins Mobil and 
Cowtown Cat. “We were very pleased to 
enter into this agreement with a farm that 
has the stature of Spendthrift,” said Dr. 
Sikora. “He has an amazing and storied 
pedigree. He also showed a lot of promise 
on the track with his maiden win over 
Grade 1 winner Coil and as a 2-year-old 
ran a mile in 1:35 while being a graded 
stakes-placed juvenile. He won from 634 
furlongs to 134 miles” 

Raimonde Farms is bringing KEN¬ 
NEDY into the Ohio Program, offering 


one of the most potent sire lines in the 
country. Kennedy, a winning son of A.P 
Indy, is a three-quarter in blood to cham¬ 
pion, classic winner and top sire Bernardini 
($3,060,480) and a half-brother to Thisky- 
hasnolimit ($777,828). Bernardini, who 
stands for $100,000, has sired 13 Grade 1 
winners—only the mighty Danzig had 
more Grade 1 juvenile winners in his first 
six crops. 

Kennedy’s second dam, Cara Rafaela, 
won the Hollywood Starlet Stakes-Gl and 
Alcibiades Stakes-G2, and she was Grade 1 
stakes-placed when second in the Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup Juvenile Fillies, Ashland, Santa 
Anita Oaks, Las Virgenes and Matron, and 
third in the Kentucky Oaks and Mother 
Goose. She was elected Broodmare of the 
Year in 2006. 

Kennedy has had Hmited opportunities, 
but his first crop has 66 percent winners 
from starters, including stakes-placed 
$116,924-earner Baby K.“We were at the 
right place at the right time and were able 
to secure him. What a great addition to 
our farm and we are very happy to have 
him added to our roster here in Ohio,” 
said Brian Raimonde. “He is a stunning 
individual physically from the powerful 
A.P. Indy sire line and his female family 
speaks for itself.” Kennedy joins Added 
Edge, Hostile Takeover, Quick Change and 
Vaquaro at Raimonde Farm in Wooster. 


Jockey Perry Onzis rides 50,000lh career race 


W hile he has amassed most of 
his riding records and titles in 
Ohio, the ageless jockey Per¬ 
ry Ouzts rode the 50,000th race of his 
long career when he hustled Need the 
Wall out of the gate in the third race at 
Turfway Park March 3. 

Now 63 years old, Ouzts currently 
ranks ninth by wins among all jockeys in 
the history of North American racing 
with 6,881. He also has 6,509 seconds 
and 6,181 thirds and has accumulated 
purse earnings of nearly $44.5 million 
since he was legged up for the first time 
in 1973. Known for getting a horse out of 
the gate in a hurry, his nickname is “Scoot 
‘n’ Boot.” 

“It would have been a lot more dra¬ 
matic if I’d won it,” said Ouzts, who 
brought the 3-year-old filly from last 
along the rail to get up for second.“I want 


to keep going until I pass Russell Baze 
[for number of career mounts],” said Ou¬ 
zts, referencing the aU-time leader both in 
mounts (53,578) and wins (12,842). “I’m 
thinking three-and-a-half more years is 
about as far as I want to go. I think by 
then I will have accomplished all I can do. 
I’m hoping I can get up to fifth in the all- 
time standings. David Gall (currently 
fifth) has almost 7,400 (7,396) so I’m 
hoping to get there, but I don’t think I 
can do much more than that. 

“Who would have thought I’d be 63 
years old and still riding every day? I don’t 
ride just to say I’m still riding. I wouldn’t 
do it if I couldn’t be competitive. I’d go 
do something else.” 

Ouzts still shows up for work four or 
five mornings a week galloping and 
breezing horses and returns to the track 
continued page 4 








Belterra Park suffers worst flooiting since Z007 


T he last time the Ohio River crest¬ 
ed as high as the recent flooding 
was 2007 when the track was still 
named River Downs. Luckily, on both 
occasions there were no horses on the 
grounds. When the river receded to nor¬ 
mal levels, left behind were plenty of sur¬ 
prises, like large tree branches, trash, tires, 
car batteries-anything that could get an 
air bubble under it or floats along the 


river. River Downs employees recalled 
finding a barn door and fish in the win¬ 
ner’s circle and a porcelain toilet in the 
infield. There was extensive damage to 
the paddock that required new saddling 
stalls to be built. 

Belterra Park officials have stated they 
believe clean-up will be complete in time 
for horses to enter the grounds, training 
to begin and live racing all go as sched¬ 
uled. Live racing is scheduled to take 
place April 27 through Sept. 30, Thurs¬ 
days—Sunday, with a 1:20 first post time.

L oooch Racing Stables’ Heavenhas¬ 
mynikki ran a strong third in the 
Grade 2 $200,000 Davona Dale 
Stakes March 3, garnering points to get 
into the prestigious $1,000,000 Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl. Last season she was denied a 
chance to run in the Breeders’ Cup Juve¬ 
nile Fillies as a first-time starter. After the 


snub, she quickly demonstrated she was 
ready to run when she easily broke her 
maiden by 5/4 lengths with HaU of Fame 
jockey Javier Castellano in the irons. 

Ron Paolucci purchased the daughter 
of Majestic Warrior out of Floral Park, by 
Forest Wildcat, for $150,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky October Sale as a 
yearling. She was bred by the late O.T.B.O. 
president Judy Klosterman at Langsem 
Farm. Trained by Anthony Quartario, she 
was readied for her seasonal debut going 
6 furlongs at Gulfstream Park Jan. 15. 
Rating kindly for jockey Tyler Gaffalione, 
she came up the rail and engaged the 
leader in a game effort that saw her pre¬ 
vail by a head. 

The striking chestnut stretched out 
another furlong and joined graded stakes 
competition in her next start, the Grade 3 
Forward Gal. Under Luis Saez she went 
right to the lead and was under prolonged 


pressure throughout, finally finishing 
fourth. Heavenhasmynikki was apparently 
no worse for wear. She came into the 
1-mile Davona Dale fresh off two solid 
5-furlong works, with her last being a 
spritely :58.45 —the best clocking of the 
day ahead of 38 others. 

Guided by Irad Ortiz in the Davona 
Dale, Heavenhasmynikki steadily ad¬ 
vanced about three wide to the turn and 
then angled out in upper stretch. Ridden 
strongly by Ortiz, she took the lead after 
6 furlongs and fought back along the in¬ 
side when challenged by winner Fly So 
High and just tired in the final sixteenth 
to miss the second spot by three-quarters 
of a length. In four starts she has now col¬ 
lected $72,600 and has proven she has the 
ability to face graded competition. 

Later on the March afternoon card, 
Paolucci’s Machismo ran fourth in the 
Grade 2 $400,000 Fountain of Youth 
Stakes; Eclipse Award-winning Good 
Magic was third. “Not sure if I have a 
Kentucky Derby horse yet,” he said. “But 
I may have my Ohio Derby horse.” 


Ouzts continued 

in the afternoons to ride six to eight 
mounts each race day. Not including 
2006, when an on-track accident side¬ 
lined him for 11 months, Ouzts averaged 
1,130 mounts a year from 1973 through 
2017. “It used to be easier to get a lot of 
mounts in a year,” Ouzts continued. 
“There was racing somewhere every day, 
and you’d race 10 or 12 races a day. Now 
there’s not as many race days and not as 
many races in the day.” 


Of the jockeys ahead of him on the 
all-time wins list, only Edgar Prado in 
eighth place is still active. Gall is the only 
rider ahead of him who is not already in 
the Hall of Fame. 

Ouzts grew up in Rivervale, Ark., rid¬ 
ing horses with his cousin. Hall of Fame 
jockey Earlie Fires. He won his first race 
in 1973 at Beulah Park aboard Rablu and 
has been a consistent leader on the Ohio 
circuit ever since, holding a record 34 
meet titles from Belterra Park, formerly 


River Downs, and at least 11 from the 
now-closed Beulah Park. He also owns 
one riding title from Turfway. He plans to 
return to Belterra Park to defend his title 
in 2018. 

Ouzts is the subject of a documentary 
titled Ironman Perry Ouzts, that was filmed 
at River Downs. It garnered Digital 
Kitchen and directors John and Brad 
Hennegan the 2015 Media Eclipse Award 
for Television - Feature. 
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Top 10 Pennsylvania 
Breeders of 2017

It was a record-setting year for Glenn E. 
Brok, who collected the most Pennsylvania 
Breeding Fund awards in the program’s history 
in 2017. 

Brok, who owns Diamond B Farm in 
Mohrsville with his wife Becky, saw his home- 
breds earn $374,651, while he garnered stallion 
awards of $75,191, for a total of $449,842. 

The top homebred for Brok was The Man, a son 
of Ecclesiastic, who formerly stood at Diamond 
B. Campaigned by Natalie Baffert and Bernard 
Schiappa, The Man captured the Banjo Picker 
Sprint Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds at Parx 
Racing, as well as five consecutive allowance 
races for a perfect six-for-six season. 

‘The Pennsylvania breeding program has 
been really great for us,” said Glenn Brok. ‘‘And 
our program is stronger and better than other 
states.” 

Donald L. Brown Jr. was the second-lead¬ 
ing breeder in Pennsylvania in 2017, with his 
combined breeder and stallion awards totaling 
$326,862. Brown’s top three award winners 
were all sired by the stallion Messner, who 
stood at Penn Ridge Farms in Harrisburg before 
being exported. They were Ruby Bleu ($42,128), 
Wildcat Cartridge ($42,806) and Wildcat Combat 
($41,795). 

‘‘The Pennsylvania breeder awards give 
you the best opportunity to recover and possibly 
profit from the expenses of raising a horse,” said 
Brown. ‘‘Further, the awards are great for Penn¬ 
sylvania agriculture! I would rather see a farm 
and green grass than a parking lot or strip mall.” 

It was sheer sire power for Northview PA, 
as the Peach Bottom nursery, owned by Richard 
Golden, earned $321,054 in stallion awards. 
Dominating the Pennsylvania sire list in terms of 
stallion awards earned was Jump Start, whose

progeny generated $207,984. Other stallions 
who stand or stood at the farm were Fairbanks 
($54,989), Medallist ($28,836), Love of Money 
($21,298), El Padrino ($7,352), and Bullsbay 
($366). Jump Start was the top sire in the Mid-At¬ 
lantic region in 2017, with total progeny earnings 
of more than $6.2 million. His top Pennsylva¬ 
nia-bred during the year was Late Breaking News,

his breeder, Stacy McMuiiin Machiz. 

Thanks to a pair of stakes-winning 
haif-sisters, the Bariar LLC stabie of owner/ 
breeder Larry Karp was the fourth-ieading 
recipient of breeder awards in 2017. Karp's 
homebreds earned $214,866 in awards, and 
he earned $58,431 in staiiion awards from the 
progeny of E Dubai, for a totai of $273,298. 
impiy, a daughter of E Dubai out of Aiiude, by 
Orientate, captured the Northern Fiing Stakes 
at Presque isie Downs, accruing $161,000 
in stakes purses and breeder awards. Her 
younger haif-sister Advert, by Lonhro (Aus), 
won the Maivern Rose Stakes at Presque isie 
and earned $92,624. 

A bevy of homebreds and a siew of 
staiiion awards combined to boost Wiiiiam J. 
Soiomon VMD, owner of Pin Oak Lane Farm in 
New Freedom, into fifth piace of aii Pennsyi- 
vania award winners iast season with a totai 
of $265,597. Fourteen Soiomon-bred runners 
competed at area tracks, and they accrued 
$102,616 in breeder awards, with invisibie and 
Hygh Life the top two earners. Staiiion awards 
for horses who stand or stood at Pin Oak Lane 
amounted to $162,981, ied by Offiee Wiid 
($35,159) and Aibert the Great ($34,103). 

Thanks to the success of homebreds 
sired by her champion Smarty Jones, 

Patricia L. Chapman compieted 2017 as the 
sixth-ieading breeding fund award recipient. 


Chapman earned $162,409 in breeder awards 
and $94,120 in staiiion awards, for a totai of 
$256,529. Chapman’s top homebreds were 
Someday Jones, a muitipie aiiowance winner 
and second in the Lyman Stakes at Parx 
Racing, and Mama Jones, who piaced in both 
the Pium Pretty Stakes and Dr. Teresa Garofaio 
Memoriai, both at Parx. 

“i’m thriiied about my top award winners,” 
said Chapman. 'The Pennsyivania Breeders 
Award program has been very good to me. 
i am especiaiiy happy that my top winners 
are homebreds, by a homebred, out of my 
homebred mares, and that both are trained by 
John Servis.” 

Tom Couiter's Arrowwood Farm inc. 
ranked seventh iast year, with 34 homebreds 
earning $245,533 in awards, isiand Romance, 
a daughter of Petionviiie, coiiected $28,755 
in awards after winning or piacing 10 times 
from 13 starts, whiie Jumpmaster, a 2-year-oid 
coit by Jump Start, was never off the board in 
three Pennsyivania starts, breaking his maiden 
in a $59,870 maiden speciai weight at Parx in 
December. 

Xanthus Farms inc. breds were extremeiy 
active at Pennsyivania ovais iast year, earning 
$215,911 for the Gettysburg-based nursery. 
Xanthus bred 32 runners, with iess than $500 
separating the two top earners, Andy's Love 
($25,560) and i Am So Jeaious ($25,128). 

Both Andy’s Love, who won or piaced 13 times 


in 2017, and i Am So Jeaious, winner of three 
races, were sired by the farm’s staiiion And¬ 
iron, a son of A. P. indy owned by the Tea Party 
Stabie of Waiter Downey. Overaii, Andiron's 
progeny earned $24,410 in staiiion awards for 
Tea Party Stabie. 

The WynOaks Farm of Chip and Bar¬ 
bara Wheeier had an extremeiy profitabie 
2017, thanks to farm staiiion Weigeiia. The 
farm’s homebred progeny of Weigeiia earned 
$133,824 in breeder awards, whiie $79,420 
was coiiected in staiiion awards, which piaced 
him among the top five in the state. Totai 
breeder awards for WynOaks was $213,244. 
Topping WynOaks homebreds was Disco 
Rose, who piaced in the Mrs. Penny Stakes at 
Parx and earned $50,076 in breeder awards. 
Disco Rose’s haif-sister Pink Princess earned 
$26,422. 

Michaei W. Jester earned a totai of 
$210,064 through the Pennsyivania breeding 
fund program iast year, divided between breed¬ 
er awards of $137,506 and staiiion awards of

Champion Stellar Wind Honored as Virginia-Bred Horse of the Year

Stellar Wind s natural hat trick of three consecu¬ 
tive Grade I stakes wins last year earned the now 
six year old mare Virginia-bred “Horse of the 
Year” honors, which her breeder will accept at 
the Virginia Thoroughbred Associations an¬ 
nual awards ceremony Friday May 4th at Great 
Meadow. 

Stellar Wind, bred by Peggy Augustus’s Keswick 
Stables and Stonestreet Thoroughbred Holdings 
LLG., also will be awarded honors as Ghampion 
Dirt Mare. The daughter of Gurlin was trium¬ 
phant in a trio of Grade I events — Oaklawn’s 
Apple Blossom Handicap, Santa Anitas Behold¬ 
er Mile Stakes and Del Mar’s Glement Hirsch 
Stakes. She bankrolled $800,000 in 2017 and 
ended her career with $2,903,200 in earnings 
from 17 starts. The Ghad Brown trainee won 
the Eclipse Award in 2015 as Ghampion Three 
Year Old Filly. Her career concluded in January 
when she finished sixth as the lone female in the 
$18 million Pegasus World Gup field. 

Honors for Ghampion Dirt Horse will go to Just 
Gall Kenny, a 7 year old Jump Start horse bred 
by Althea Richards. In a busy 2017, he made 
twelve starts and finished “in the money” in 
nine of those. Just Gall Kenny won the Grade 3 


Philip Iselin Stakes at Monmouth, which helped 
complement a series of top three finishes in 
other stakes. He was second in the Salvator Mile 
(Gr. 3) and Pennsylvania Derby Ghampionship 
Stakes, then third in the Monmouth Gup (Gr. 

3) and Richard Small Stakes. In December, he 
tackled Grade I competition in the Gigar Mile 
Handicap and took sixth. Out of Green Jeans by 
Green Dancer, Just Gall Kenny earned $187,830 
in 2017. 

Two-year-old Ghampion honors will be awarded 
to Greyvitos and Yes To The Dress respectively 
in the colt and filly categories. Greyvitos’s win 
in December’s Remington Springboard Mile 
boosted his Triple Grown profile. That victory 
immediately followed a triumph in the Grade 
3 Bob Hope Stakes at Del Mar. Bred by Audley 
Farm Equine, the now three year old Malibu 
Moon colt amassed over $300,000 from four 
starts last year. 

Yes To The Dress started six times in 2017 and 
reached the winner’s circle twice. September 
was kind to the 2 year old Gongrats filly, who 
collected victories in a maiden special weight 
race at Delaware on the 13th and the Jamestown 
Stakes at Laurel on the 30th. She was bred by 


Gorner Farm and John Behrendt, and is out of 
the Secret Hello mare, Ghemise.

Horse courtesy of a clean sweep in the three 
Virginia-bred race days held at Laurel. The 7 
year old Stroll gelding captured the Edward 
Evans in June, the Hansel in August and the Bert 
Allen Stakes in September. The Arnaud Dela- 
cour trainee was bred by Mr. & Mrs. Bertram 
Firestone and bankrolled $129,512 last year. He 
is out of the Gozzene mare. Diplomacy. 

Long On Value has had a long and productive 
career, and he continued to thrive as a 7 year 
old in 2017. Though he did not reach the win¬ 
ner’s circle, the Value Plus horsed earned over 
$300,000 and will be recognized as Ghampion 
Turf Sprinter. Bred by the Snow Lantern Thor¬ 
oughbreds and trained by Bill Mott, Long On 
Value collected a second in Dubai’s Grade IA1 
Quoz Sprint last March, then took third in a trio 
of stakes — - the Woodbine Mile, Troy Handi¬ 
cap and Gulfstream Park Turf Sprint. Heading 
into the new year. Long On Value had career 
earnings of $981,693 from 30 starts. He is out of 
Long Message by Orientate.

Champion Turf Female honors will go to Queen Caroline, who was 
overall Champion Female a year ago. The 5 year old Blame mare again 
thrived in restricted Virginia-bred stakes held in Maryland, gaining 
wins in the Nellie Mae Cox and Brookmeade, and a third in the Wil¬ 
liam Backer Stakes. Owned by Amy Moore and bred by Morgans Ford 
Farm, the Michael Matz trainee earned over $115,000 last year and in 
her career, has compiled $375,613 in purse winnings. She is out of the 
Forestry mare. Queens Plaza. 

Ring Knocker, a 6 year old Birdstone mare, has more starts than any 
other category winner. A dozen of 34 career outings came in her five 
year old campaign and nine were “in the money” finishes. That con¬ 
sistency and a ‘17 bankroll of $200,000 clinched her the title of Top 
Female Sprinter. She won the Xtra Heat Stakes at Aqueduct in April, 
an allowance race there and at Saratoga, and also had a nice showing 
in a pair of Virginia-bred stakes. She was runner-up in the Camptown 
and took third in the Tyson Gilpin Stakes. Ring Knocker was bred by 
Morgans Ford Farm, is trained by Michael Maker and is owned by Ken 
& Sarah Ramsey. She is out of Pearls by Black Tie Affair. 

Award for Top Virginia Raised Horse goes to the winner of the 2017 
Grade I Sword Dancer Stakes at Saratoga, Sadlers Joy. Bred in Ken¬ 


tucky but raised at Woodslane Farm in The Plains, the 5 year old Kit¬ 
tens Joy horse amassed over $1 million in earnings last year alone. He 
also won the Grade 2 Pan American Stakes at Gulfstream and finished 
third in a pair of Grade Is — the Man o’ War and Manhattan Stakes. 

Champion Virginia-Bred Over Fences honors will go to Dapper Dan, 
a 6 year old Pleasantly Perfect gelding who was bred by Mr. & Mrs. 
Bertram Firestone. In three starts last year. Dapper Dan prevailed 
twice. He scored in a maiden special weight race at Great Meadow in 
May and followed that with a handicap triumph at Parx where he was 
the best of twelve running. Dapper Dan, out of the War Chant mare. 
Wardrobe, bankrolled $55,500 in 2017, 

Virginia-based Trainer Susan Cooney will be recognized for her 2017 
accomplishments. Based in Delaplane, the Cooney Racing Stables had 
ten wins, 44 “top three” finishes from 155 starts, and $420,124 in purse 
earnings. Three horses in her stable captured allowance races at Laurel 
last year including a pair of Virginia-breds — - Speed Gracer and Made 
Bail. Her West Virginia-bred Carolina Shag also connected. Overall, 
Cooney’s horses have earned $5.8 million in purse monies.

Rawnaq was that year s Eclipse Award win¬ 
ner, and Scorpiancer received the 2017 Eclipse.

Irv Naylor’s Rawnaq, the 2016 Eclipse Award 
winner who missed last year’s racing season, has 
returned to training and heads the first edition of 
the National Steeplechase Association’s 2018 
official ratings. 

The ratings will determine eligibility for ratings 
handicaps and will be a guide for determining 
weight assignments in other handicap races in the 
early weeks of the 2018 racing season. 

Inaugurated in 2015, the ratings evaluate 
every hurdles winner in training and determine 
eligibility for ratings handicaps. The ratings are 
prepared by an expert three-member committee 
comprising Equibase chart caller Martin 
Chamberlin, Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred Editor 
Joe Clancy, and Virginia Fall Race Director Will 
O ’Keefe. Their work is overseen by NSA Director 
of Racing Bill Gallo Jr. 

Rawnaq carries a 156 rating and is 10 points 
above 2017 Grand National (Gr. 1) winner Mr. 
Hot Stuff, who is second in the ratings. The 
Irish-bred suffered an injury in January 2017 but 
resumed training with Cyril Murphy at Naylor’s 
farm in Butler, Md. 

He scored a memorable victory over two 
overseas invaders in the 2016 Calvin Houghland 
Iroquois (Gr. 1) at Nashville’s Percy Warner Park 
and won that year’s edition of the Grand National 
at the Far Hills Races. He also won Middleburg 
Spring’s Temple Gwathmey (Gr. 3) before his 
Iroquois victory. 

Gillian Johnston’s Mr. Hot Stuff, a two-time 
Grade 1 winner who was Grade 1-placed on the 
flat, earned the NSA’s Lonesome Glory Award 
as 2017’s leading earner. The veteran, now 12, 
is trained by Jack Fisher. 

The Tiznow gelding was rated one point ahead 


of Robert Kinsley’s Modem and Buttonwood 
Farm’s All the Way Jose, who finished second 
and third, respectively, in the Grand National. 
Modem was a nose behind Mr. Hot Stuff, and All 
the Way Jose was a nose farther back. 

Also rated at 145 was Naylor’s Sempre Medici, 
an import who did not see action in 2017. Then 


trained by Willie Mullins, the French-bred won 
two Irish hurdles stakes leading up to the 2016 
Champion Hurdle at Cheltenham. 

The inaugural 2018 ratings can be found in 
the Feb. 7 official notices on the NS A website, 
nationalsteeplechase.com, and updates to the 
ratings also are found in the official notices.

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 



A S winter moved into its final weeks, 
there was a fiurry of activity at the 
State House in Annapolis regard¬ 
ing several bills that could impact the 
Maryland horseracing industry 

Sports betting, equine medication and 
drug testing, and aftercare were the sub¬ 
jects of various pieces of legislation, and 
the horseracing industry once again was 
united in its testimony during House Ways 
and Means Committee hearings. 

Though the expansion of sports bet¬ 
ting in the United States currently hinges 
upon how the US. Supreme Court rules 
on a legal challenge to the Professional 
and Amateur Sports Protection Act of 
1992, Maryland is among the states laying 
the groundwork should the high court 
vacate the law that limits sports betting to 
four states including Nevada. A decision is 
expected this spring. 

States have taken different approaches 
to legislation, and in Maryland two “place¬ 
holder” bills introduced in the House of 
Delegates caU for a constitutional amend¬ 
ment on sports betting. Should a bill pass 
during the current legislative session, a 
referendum could be on the ballot this 
November. 

There has been little public discus¬ 
sion about a tax rate—that would come in 
enabling legislation-but industry stake¬ 
holders made the point that racetracks 
should be part of the sports betting pic¬ 
ture. Legislation filed in the House would 
limit the form of gambling to casinos and 
tracks. 

“This is a national and local issue 
for the racing industry,” Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association Chairman Alan 
Foreman said of sports betting. “The 
plaintiffs [in the federal case] included the 
New Jersey THA, which started the fight 
and has carried the fight. From a racing 
industry standpoint, it’s important to be 
included. Racetracks are a natural [to offer 
sports betting].” 


Racing industry 
weighs in on important 
legislative issues

MTHA President Tim Keefe said the 
organization supports the House legisla¬ 
tion, as does the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. Executive Director Cricket 
Goodall said sports betting has the poten¬ 
tial to attract new customers to racetracks 
and expose them to horse racing. 

The Maryland Jockey Club earlier this 
year began preparing an area of the upper 
grandstand for sports betting as part of a 
larger renovation of the sports bar in the 
clubhouse. 

“It took Maryland a while to catch up 
with neighboring states,” MJC President 
Sal Sinatra said in regard to casino gam¬ 
bling, revenue from which is dedicated to 
racing. “It’s important to be competitive, 
and we would like to have sports betting. It 
would foUow what we’ve been doing at our 
tracks in Maryland-it’s a natural fit.” 

A look at the region shows that 
Delaware-one of the states grandfathered 
in after PASPA became law—has limited 
parlay wagering on professional football 
and is prepared to greatly expand that 
given a positive Supreme Court ruling. 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey akeady have sports betting laws in 
place in anticipation of the ruling. 

Legislation that would authorize 
Maryland to join the proposed Interstate 
Anti-Doping and Drug-Testing Standards 
Compact got the green light from the 
Maryland Racing Commission in late 
February. The compact’s goal is to allow 
member states to adopt agreed-upon regu¬ 
lations simultaneously rather than one by 
one given different statutory procedures. 

The MTHA, MHBA and MJC sup¬ 
port the compact. The effort is focused 
on the Mid-Atlantic region, which led the 
way in adoption of the National Uniform 
Medication Program. 

“Racing has the most sophisticated 
regulation and drug-testing scheme of 
any sport,” Foreman said. “For the past 
five years all the Mid-Atlantic states have 


worked collectively on uniform anti-dop¬ 
ing and drug-testing standards. We agree 
on uniformity but we’ve been implement¬ 
ing rules at different times.” 

Keefe said uniform adoption times for 
new regulations or updates to existing 
ones would alleviate confusion from state 
to state, which is important given the large 
number of horses that cross state lines in 
the Mid-Atlantic region. 

The compact legislation is expected to 
move onto the legislative stage in Delaware 
soon and is under consideration in New 
Jersey, New York and Pennsylvania this 
year. It’s possible a core number of states 
will be members by 2019. 

A proposal to transfer $1 million a year 
from the Purse Dedication Account-fund¬ 
ed by casino-based video lottery terminals- 
to pay for care of retired racehorses 
received an unfavorable vote by the House 
Ways and Means Committee. Racing indus¬ 
try representatives explained to lawmakers 
that multiple groups last year launched the 
Beyond The Wire program to accept and 
transition retired racehorses to new careers, 
and that it continues to meet its goals. 

“Most owners take care of their retired 
racehorses,” said Katy Voss, a trainer and 
member of the MTHA Board of Directors. 
“The minority need assistance, and that’s 
what this program was designed to do.” 

“From a national perspective, there 
is no greater commitment by the racing 
industry to any other issue than aftercare,” 
Foreman said. “There are local, regional 
and national components. Maryland as 
always has taken the lead.” 

Other industry representatives said 
funds from the Purse Dedication Account 
have been critical to stability and growth 
in Maryland racing and should be used 
for their designated purpose. Beyond 
The Wire is financially supported by the 
MTHA, MHBA, MJC, racehorse owners 
and jockeys through annual or per-start 
contributions at Maryland race meets. ^

JOHN BRUNETTI 

John Joseph Bmnetti, whose Red Oak 
Stable was a fixture at New Jersey tracks 
for decades and was the leading owner at 
Monmouth Park in 2017, died March 2 
at his home in Boca Raton, Fla. Battling 
a series of health issues in recent years, 
Brunetti had turned 87 in January 

Brunetti made his home in Florida, 
where he also owned and operated Red 
Oak Farm in Ocala among numerous 
horse properties, and was renowned as 
the owner of Hialeah Park since 1977. But 
he had deep roots in New Jersey. He was 
the son of Joseph J. Brunetti, a builder 
and prominent real estate developer in the 
Garden State who campaigned a racing 
stable that included top handicap horse 
Vertex (owned in partnership with Frank 
PiaruUi) in the 1950s. John Brunetti fol¬ 
lowed his father successfully in both busi¬ 
nesses. 

Brunetti was born in the Bronx in New 
York. The family moved to Hackensack, 
N.J., in the early 1940s and spent winters 
at a home in Florida. Brunetti went on to 
attend the University of Miami, where he 
got a degree in business, and at that time 
became enamored with nearby Hialeah 
Park. Over his four decades of ownership 
of the historic track, he continually fought 
to revive it. 

Brunetti’s racing stable included home- 
breds as weU as those he purchased. Stakes 
winners to carry the white silks with red 
dots, red sleeves and white bars included 
Grade 1 winner Sweet Return (GB), grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning homebred half-sisters 


Unbridled Mo and Unbridled Essence, 
graded stakes winner Neversaidiwassweet. 
New Jersey-bred champion Loving Dove, 
and homebred New Jersey-bred stakes 
winner Ima Jersey Girl. In 2017 the stable 
earned just shy of $1 million, and includ¬ 
ed stakes-winning homebred juvenile Bal 
Harbour, winner of Monmouth’s Sapling 
and Gulfstream Park’s Smooth Air Stakes, 
and Grade 3 Monmouth Oaks winner 
Unbridled Mo. 

Brunetti is survived by his wife, Tracee, 
sons John J. Brunetti Jr. and wife Adina, 
and Stephen Patrick Brunetti and wife 
Kimberly; and sister JoAnn Brunetti and 
husband Sal DeGuido. His sons will con¬ 
tinue to operate Red Oak Farm, as well as 
the adjoining Good Chance Farm training 
center and Ocala Stud. Vertex stood at Red 
Oak later in his career and was a pensioner 
when he died in January 1981 at age 27 and 
is buried on the farm. 

RONNIE FRANKLIN 

Ronnie Franklin, the Maryland-born 
jockey whose career skyrocketed as an 
apprentice when, as contract rider for 
trainer Grover “Bud” Delp, he was given 
the mount on 2-year-old Spectacular Bid, 
died March 8 after battling lung cancer. 
He was 58. 

The native of Dundalk, Md., dropped 
out of high school at 16 and headed to the 
track, where he was hired by Delp as a hot- 
walker. Delp took Franklin in, providing a 
home and the setting for the teenager to 
become a rider. Franklin rode his first race 
at Bowie Feb. 4, 1978, when he climbed 
aboard Pioneer Patty, and won. By year’s 
end, the 18-year-old was the nation’s lead- 
ing apprentice, taking home the Eclipse 
Award after his mounts won 262 races and 
earned $1.75 million that year. He guid¬ 
ed Spectacular Bid through a 2-year-old 
campaign that also resulted in an Eclipse 
Award. Seven times they teamed up that 
year, winning five, including the Grade 1 
Laurel Futurity. 

The next year Franklin guided the gray 
colt through his first seven starts, all wins, 
including the Kentucky Derby-G1 and 
Preakness Stakes-Gl. But after the defeat 
in the Belmont Stakes-Gl, in which the pair 
finished third, Franklin was replaced on the 
future Hall of Famer by Bill Shoemaker 
and never rode him in a race again. 

Delp continued to use the young rider, 
and Franklin added graded stakes wins 
with Truly Bound in the 1981 Cotillion 
Stakes-G3, Aspro (1983 Ak-Sar-Ben 
Board of Governors’ Handicap-G3) and 



Timeless Native (1983 Ak-Sar-Ben Omaha 
Gold Cup-G3). His final graded win was 
the 1986 Riggs Handicap-G3 on Count 
My Love, trained by Bud Delp’s brother 
Richard Delp. 

Franklin rode 9,242 races during his 
15-year career, winning 1,403, and earning 
more than $14 million through September 
1992. But battling substance abuse and 
numerous drug offenses over the years, 
he lost his jockey license in 1992 and 
requests to be reinstated were denied by 
the Maryland Racing Commission. He 
continued to gallop horses at farms and 
training centers until his illness. 

JOHN F. SCANLAN 

Former Mid-Atlantic-based trainer John 
Scanlan, who won with the first horse he 
saddled and later was the exclusive train¬ 
er for Dan Borislow from 1991 through 
2014, died Jan. 8 at age 68. 

During a career that spanned 42 years, 
starting in the early 1970s when he sent 
out Dr. Smoke for his first win at Liberty 
Bell in 1973, Scanlan runners made near¬ 
ly 6,000 starts and won more than 750 
races while earning in excess of $10 mil¬ 
lion. The most accomplished were those 
owned by Borislow, led by Toccet, ranked 
among the top 2-year-olds of 2002. The 
son of Awesome Again just missed an 
Eclipse Award after winning four graded 
stakes that year, including the Grade 1 
Champagne and Hollywood Futurity. 

Scanlan also trained Talk Is Money, a 
stakes winner at Laurel Park in the winter 
of 2001 who carried Borislow’s colors in 
the Kentucky Derby later that spring. 

A native of Philadelphia, Pa., Scanlan 
retired a few months after Borislow’s death 
in 2014, saddling his final runners that 
October at Meadowlands. 
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DANIEL PERLSWEIG 

Danny Perlsweig, one of the industry’s 
most respected horsemen, died Feb. 27 
at age 91. The former jockey, trainer and 
backstretch worker advocate, a resident of 
Mt. Laurel, N.J., had last trained horses in 
1999, but had remained a presence in the 
industry the last two decades. 

Born in west Philadelphia in 1926, 
Perlsweig loved horses from a young age 
and, according to his family, “began clean¬ 
ing stalls for the Philadelphia Mounted 
Police as a young man. He then became 
an avid fox hunter in Chester County, Pa.” 

Perlsweig served in World War II and, 
following his service in the U.S. Navy, 
became a jockey. In an interview with Linda 
Dougherty that appeared in Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred in November 2002, Perlsweig 
recounted one of his most memorable rid¬ 
ing experiences, when on Nov. 24,1952, he 
guided Towncastle to victory at the “new” 
Bowie race course, paying $273.80 for the 
win—noting that most of his mounts were 
longshots. “As I recall, it was snowing, and 
Towncastle won by a nose,” he said. 

Two years later, he turned to training. 
He described his decision to Bill Mooney 
in the September 1999 Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred'. “. . . I was riding badly, and I 
was on nothing but bad horses. Then came 
Memorial Day 1954. Back then, there was 
always a 10-day hiatus between the clos¬ 
ing of Garden State and the opening of 
the Monmouth Park meet. During that 
season’s hiatus, I got myself a trainer’s 
license and I got myself a horse. That was 
the end of my riding career, or the start 
of something else, depending on how you 
look at it.” 

The first horse he bought was named 
Dandy Dan. Dougherty wrote: “While the 
horse never won for Perlsweig, he picked 
up a check in 15 of 16 starts. Perlsweig 
christened his Medford, N.J., property 
Dandy Dan Farm.” 

Based in New Jersey and Florida over 
his nearly 50-year training career, Perlsweig 
was New Jersey’s leading trainer in 1968 
and leading trainer at Liberty BeU Park (in 
northeast Philadelphia) in 1969 and 1970. 
However, his biggest accomplishment 
was sending out Lord Avie to an Eclipse 
Award-winning 2-year-old season in 1980. 

The son of Lord Gaylord was never 
worse than third in 10 starts his juvenile 
season and scored in three graded stakes 
to finish the year—the Grade 2 Cowdin 
and Grade 1 Champagne at Belmont and 
Grade 1 Young America at Meadowlands. 
After winning the Florida Derby-G1 in 


1981, he appeared the favorite for the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl, but an injury forced 
him to the sidelines. He returned that 
summer to run second in the Haskell 
Invitational-G1 and third in the Grade 1 
Travers, turning in one of the most incred¬ 
ible performances of the year in the latter 
in which he rallied from more than 25 
lengths back to miss by less than 2 lengths 
to Willow Hour and Kentucky Derby/ 
Preakness winner Pleasant Colony. 

Other stakes horses sent out by 
Perlsweig included graded winners 
Cadabra Abra, Arlene’s Valentine, Willowy 
Mood and Do It Again Dan—whose win 
in the 1986 New Hampshire Sweepstakes 
Handicap-G3 gave jockey Julie Krone her 
first triumph in a $100,000 race. 

In 1991, Perlsweig initiated Backstretch 
Appreciation Day at Monmouth Park, 
and later created the same at Gulfstream 
Park. He was presented Monmouth Park’s 
Virgil “Buddy” Raines Distinguished 
Achievement Award in 1997, which rec¬ 
ognizes a “horseman at the track who 
demonstrates a continuing commitment 
to the sport of Thoroughbred racing and 
whose conduct has been exemplary for 


professionalism, integrity and service to 
the sport.” 

Two years later Perlsweig received the 
Dogwood Dominion Award, which rec¬ 
ognizes an “unsung hero” in the industry. 
He was one of 35 nominees that year. 
Cited primarily for his work with the Back¬ 
stretch Appreciation Days, Perlsweig told 
Mooney: “I spent many years sleeping in 
the same tack rooms as today’s backstretch 
workers. I know how little these people get 
paid. To give them a day, to show them 
they’re special—I don’t think that’s asking 
too much.” 

Perlsweig also offered his time to breed 
organizations in the region, serving twice 
as horse show judge for the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association of New Jersey (2002 
and 2005). He also judged the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association’s yearling 
show in 1982, selecting as his champion 
future stakes winner Alden’s Ambition; 
his reserve champion was stakes-placed 
RoUicking’s Image. 

Perlsweig is survived by his daughter 
Judy Perlsweig, his son, former trainer 
Mark Perlsweig, and three grandchildren. 
His wife of 52 years, Patricia, died in 2003.

25years ago 

B Substantial increases were realized 
in every category of the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Winter Mixed sale in February, 
where 156 horses sold for an average of 
$4,528, a 29.1 percent increase over the 
previous year’s average. 

Phase one of the Fourbros Stable dis¬ 
persal, the horses owned by brothers Bob 
and Tom Manfuso and George and Jeff 
Huguely, offered a variety of intriguing 
possibilities and included yearlings, 2-year- 
olds and race horses —from lighdy-raced 
runners to veteran performers. 

The Fourbros Stable dispersal included seven 
offspring of the mare Jump for Gold, including 
the older stakes-winning half-brothers Jemleds 
Choice, sold for $15,500, and Midas ($22,000), 
as mil as Jemleds Choices lightly raced 4-jear- 
old full brother Golden Tent. Purchased bj Gene 
Weymouth for $11,000, Golden Tent, a son of 
Shelter Half, went on to become a multiple graded 
stakes-placed runner of $733,618. Midas’ 
full-brother Royal Edict (by Hail Emperor) 
brought $15,000 as an unraced 3-year-old. He 
eventually made 138 starts, won 29 times, earned 
$386,973 and won the Maryland Million Starter 
Handicap. A Fourbros-bredAllen’s Prospect 
2-year-oldfilly, the firstfoal out of JovialJoy 
from the same female family as Jump for Gold, 
sold for $15,000 to Skeedattle Associates. She 
was Prospective Joy, a stakes winner at 3 who 
earned fame as the dam of Grade 1 winner 
Hookedonthefeelin. 

B Allen and Audrey Murray acquired 
Deerhound to stand at their Murmur Farm 
in Darlington, Md. A son of leading sire 
Danzig out of the Buckpasser mare Lassie 
Dear, Deerhound was a half-brother to 
Weekend Surprise, the dam of A.P. Indy 
and Summer Squall. Sold for $1.75 million 
as a yearling and a winner of three of four 
starts in the U.S., Deerhound was in the 


process of being syndicated and would 
stand for $2,500 live foal. 

B Dr. Herman J. Kossow had sold aU but 
one of his broodmares and was down 
to a one-horse racing stable. But success 
continued to foUow the 77-year-old 
owner and breeder when his 3-year-old 
homebred fiUy Champion Jay won a stakes 
in February. 

Kossow’s last broodmare, stakes- 
winning 8-year-old homebred T. V. 
Countess-by T. V. Commercial out of 
another Kossow homebred stakes horse. 
Count On Kathy—was due to foal to 
Polish Numbers in May. 

T. V. Countess’ firstfoal was stakes winner 
Fighting Countess, a just turned yearling when 
the stoyy was written. Her Polish Numbers 
colt was stakes winner Count On Numbers. 
After missing to the cover of first-year stal¬ 
lion Deerhound, the mare was bred back to 
Deerhound in 1994 and sold that fall to Richard 
and Nancy Raster. The next spring she produced 
Eclipse Award-winning Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies-GI champion Countess Diana. 


B The format of The 
Maryland Horse magazine 
changed with the April 
issue. Editor Richard W 
Wilcke noted in a letter to 
readers that The Maryland 
Horse was becoming a 
bi-monthly magazine, 
complemented by a new 
bi-monthly Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred. Maryland’s 
broad-based equine 
industry would be covered 
by The Maryland Horse, 
and it would serve as the 
official publication of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, Maryland 
Horse Shows Association 
and the Maryland Horse Council. 

B The 550-acre property in Chesapeake 
City, Md., that was once part of 
Windfields Farm now served as base 
for Winbak Farm, a major Standardbred 
operation owned by Joe and Jo Ann 
Thomson. Thomson had purchased 
parcels of the main farm of Windfields 
over the previous three years, including 
the main house, former yearling and 
broodmare tracts, and the training center. 
Winbak was home to 125 Standardbred 
broodmares and staUions In the Pocket, 
Three Wizzards and Dictionary. 

B The National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association changed its name to 
the National Steeplechase Association. 
“We certainly do not wish to deny 
steeplechasing its roots in foxhunting,” 
commented the organization’s president 
William L. Pape. “But the reference to 
hunting is somewhat misleading in these 
days when steeplechasing has become 
a highly organized sport and should be 
represented as such.” 


50 years ago 

B With Mountain Dew about to attempt 
to win a record fourth Maryland Hunt 
Cup, The Maryland Horse looked back at 
the seven horses who had won the race 
three times over its 71 runnings. Images 
and thumbnail sketches showcased 
Princeton, Garry Owen, Blockade, 
Winton, Pine Pep, Jay Trump and 
Mountain Dew.

B “The Pony Girl-a breed of 
horsewoman who has come into the 
lexicon of the backstretch only during the 
past five or six years” was the subject of 
a story that followed the lives and careers 
of Angela Tammaro Price and Susan 
Foster, two of the busiest women on the 
Maryland tracks. 

B “Shaken but undaunted by his 
staggering fire loss, E.P Taylor replaced 


the 12 broodmares destroyed at his 
Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City with 
another shipment from his home base in 
Canada,” it was reported. The new mares, 
eight of whom would be bred to Nearctic, 
arrived within two weeks after the fire. 

B Peter FuUer’s homebred Dancer’s 
Image, a 3-year-old son of Native Dancer 
foaled at Sagamore Farm, won Bowie’s E. 
Palmer Heagerty in February for his first 
stakes win of the year. 
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10years ago 

B Hollywood Casino at Penn National 
opened in mid-February to rave reviews. 
“It is a dazzling facility that compares 
favorably to any Las Vegas casino/’ wrote 
Bill Finley about the $260 million casino 
that offered 2,020 slot machines in wall- 
to-waU glitz. 

“When you look at some of the tech¬ 
nology that we’ve incorporated into this 
attraction, quite honestly, I think we’re 
ahead of the curve,” said Penn National’s 
casino general manager Gary Luderitz. 

“We have some great technology here that 
makes us as contemporary as you can get.” 

B Hall of Fame trainer Sidney Watters 
died at age 90. The six-time leading stee¬ 
plechase trainer developed steeplechase 
champions Amber Diver and Shadow 
Brook. But his career extended into flat 
racing as well, as he also conditioned 
champion juvenile Hoist the Flag, cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old Slew o’ Gold and major 
winners Love Sign and Slewpy. 

B Promenade Girl, the top Mid-Atlantic- 
bred sales horse of 2007, appeared on 
the cover. Sondra and Howard Bender’s 



Hall of Fame trainer Sidney Watters. 


graded stakes-winning Maryland-bred 
filly by Carson City—Promenade 
Colony, by Pleasant Colony, sold as a 
broodmare prospect for $1,125 million 
at the Keeneland November sale to 
Thoroughbred Advisory Group. 

Not For Love was the region’s lead¬ 
ing sire by average in all three catego¬ 


ries—weanlings ($45,000 average), year- 
Hngs ($64,583) and 2-year-olds ($208,200). 
The most expensive Mid-Adantic-sired 
sales horse of 2007 was the New Jersey- 
bred filly That’s Ok, by Not For Love out 
of My New Pal, who sold for $700,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Florida 2-year-old 
select sale. A Not For Love colt brought 
$550,000 at the same sale. 
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75years ago 

B The Preakness was to be run May 8, 
and supplementary entries closed April 15. 
The $50,000-added stakes included “The 
winner the privilege of the custody of the 
Original Woodlawn Vase until the next 
running of this race. A small model of the 
Woodlawn Vase will also be presented to 
the winner to remain his or her personal 
property.” 

B The leader of the U.S. forces in 
Africa, Lt. General George S. Patton 
Jr. was considered “a crack rider at one 
time, and frequently took part in the 
International Army Service Steeplechases 
given at Pimlico and other racing centers 
30 or more years ago,” it was reported. 

He had a string of horses, and in 1912, 
while riding in his “light blue and canary” 
colors, recorded two firsts, a second and 
five thirds in 15 starts, and won three 
of 14 attempts the next year. “He was a 
strikingly handsome young officer and an 
utterly fearless rider.” 

B The Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association’s annual meeting would be 
held in the Pimlico Club House at the race 
track the Monday before the Preakness. 
Dinner would be served following the

meeting, which was being conducted 
earlier in the day due to the new “wartime 
schedule” when races were run starting at 
noon and ending at 3:45 p.m. 

The MHBA also made the announce¬ 
ment: “Under the present conditions it 
was found necessary to call off the Annual 
Yearling Show and the Spring Consign¬ 
ment Sale which were previously held at 


Pimlico. These two events will again be 
held as soon as conditions permit.” 

B A brief history of the Dixie Stakes, 
created by Maryland Governor Oden 
Bowie, was provided by “Pimlico” and 
included the writer’s own experience of 
attending the second running in 1871 
as a child and being enamoured by the 
eventual winner, Harry Bassett “a light 
chestnut colt with blazed face and white 
almost to the hocks and knees. . .” 

Harry Bassett and the Dixie’s first win¬ 
ner, Preakness, were sons of Lexington: 

“. . . no matter what strain he was mated 
with, the son of Boston and Alice 
Carneal proved he was the greatest sire 
America ever produced.” 

Other Dixie winners by Lexington 
were Tom Bowling (1873), Tom Ochiltree 
(1875) and Duke of Magenta (1879). 

“Pimlico” also pointed out 1881 win¬ 
ner Crickmore: “probably the best horse 
Governor Bowie ever bred at his Fairview, 
Prince George’s County farm. . .” 

The magazine cover featured Mate 
leading the 1932 Dixie post parade. 

B Virginia’s Middleburg hunt racing 
meet was one in the region remaining 
on the spring schedule. Three races were 
expected to be carded for the mid-April 
program. 
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History Lessons 

Conniver: champion in a piain brown wrapper 


In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

T he result of two of Maryland’s greatest 
breeding programs, Harry LaMontagne’s 
Conniver—a plain brown filly by Saga¬ 
more Farm’s influential sire Discovery out of 
Willi am L. Brann’s modest stakes winner The 
Schemer, by *ChaIlenger II—was too big, 
lanky and awkward to be considered much of 
a prize. Bred by Alfred Vanderbilt, she was 
purchased by LaMontagne as a yearling in 
1945 for $2,500 while Vanderbilt was serving 
in the war in the Pacific. When she didn’t win 
at 2 and showed little to excite in 19 starts at 
3, the 17-hand fiUy was offered to steeple¬ 
chase trainer and polo player Pete Bostwick, 
but the deal fell through. The next year she 
was the nation’s champion handicap mare. 

Deemed to be ‘‘as hard and rugged” as 
her sire, Conniver put together an 18-start 
campaign in 1948 in which she faced a num¬ 
ber of the decade’s top handicap horses — 
male and female. Based in New York with 
trainer William Post, she began the year 
working her way through the handicap ranks 
at Jamaica and Belmont Park. In seven starts 
from April through early June, she won five 



times and was third twice. When she made 
her first stakes start of the year, she faced 
champion Stymie in the Aqueduct Handicap. 

In receipt of 13 pounds from the veteran, 
the gawky fiUy took the lead from Double Jay 
down the stretch and battled Stymie when he 
made his move. “He [Stymie] found a highly 
obstinate fiUy,” wrote Joe Palmer in the 
American Race Horses annual review. Conniver 
was beaten a neck but “the race showed the 
highest kind of courage,” Palmer added. 

Over the next two months, Conniver con¬ 
tinued to rise to the occasion. The Vagrancy 
Handicap, one of four stakes against her 


own sex that year, saw her defeat Suburban 
Handicap winner Harmonica by 5 lengths. 
Next out she faced Stymie and champion 
GaUorette in the Brooklyn Handicap, her first 
attempt at 174 miles. She fought GaUorette 
the length of the stretch and beat her by a 
head, with Stymie third. Other stakes wins 
came in the Beldame over Harmonica and 
GaUorette, and the Comely over that year’s 
champion 3-year-old filly Miss Request. 
I Conniver was the richest distaffer of 1948 
I with $162,190 in earnings. 

I Conniver returned to win or place in five 
^ of 13 starts in 1949, highUghted by a victory 
in the Bufier Handicap over Palestinian and 
a handicap score over Loser Weeper. She 
retired as the second-richest Maryland-bred 
mare of aU time, behind GaUorette. 

As a producer, Conniver had offspring 
much Uke herself Her first two foals. Plotter 
and Clandestine (both by Double Jay), didn’t 
record their first stakes wins until 4. Her son 
Brooklyn Bridge (by Swaps) was also 4 when 
he placed in multiple stakes. But she has had 
fast and precocious descendants, including 
Canadian champion 2-year-old fiUy Deceit 
Dancer and Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl winner 
Very Subtle. A lasting legacy for a fiUy bred at 
the top level. 


Paul Brown illustrates Alligator-‘Horse of Iron’ 


The National Sporting Library and Museum in 
Middleburg, Aa., is dedicated to preserving, shar¬ 
ing andpromoting the literature, art and culture of 
horse and field sports. The library has a significant 
collection of Paul Brown books, art and illustra¬ 
tions. The following is by Claudia Pfeiffer, NSLM 
George L. Ohrstrom, Jr. Curator of Art. 

J J ^^he Winnah’ AlUgator—Horse of 
I Iron” was the inscription that sport- 
I ing artist and iUustrator Paul Brown 
chose to describe Alligator, the bay gelding 
that he noted won not one, not two, not 
three, but FOUR steeplechases after various 
jockeys feU and remounted. The 1928 West 
HiUs Plate, 1929 Maryland Cup, 1930 Inter¬ 
national Cup at Grasslands, and the MiUbrook 
Hunt Steeplechase are annotated in the lower 
margin of one of Brown’s iUustrations for his 
book. Ups and Downs (1936). The artist 
sketched some of Alligator’s gravity-defying 
crashes and wins for the book as weU as his 
earUer pubUcation, Spills and Thrills (1933), 
and his captions present entertaining and 
informative detaUs. 



The first race was for the West HiUs Plate, 
the seventh annual meet held on Long Island 
Nov. 10,1928. Brown’s drawing shows jockey 
Frederic C. Thomas going over the horse’s 
head at the first fence, swinging underneath 
its neck, and desperately trying to hold on 
before losing his grip. “An exhibition of 
indomitable courage was witnessed here this 
afternoon,” noted the next day’s article in The 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle. 


Alligator won the 31st running of the 
Meadow Brook Cup with Lyman Wright up 
in 1929 without a fall. Brown’s illustration of 
the race held on sportsman F. Ambrose 
Clark’s estate captures a pivotal moment 
described in an article in the Sept. 29, 1929, 
The Baltimore Sum “. . . Hackenthorpe stayed 
with his rivals three-quarters of the way, but 
when the famous stone wall appeared again 
Hackenthorpe did not have enough left to get 
over and the race was left to Alligator and 
Reel Foot.” 

Brown did not illustrate Alligator’s famed 
April 1929 Maryland Hunt Cup win in his 
books, but was at another historic race. 
Approximately 8,000 spectators witnessed 
the first International Cup at the Grasslands 
Downs Course in Tennessee, in 1930. Each 
of the 17 entries either feU or puUed up. 
Brown’s sketch shows TVUigator falling on his 
front knees at the 25th jump and Waverly Star 
sUpping. “CharUe Plum [sic] wiped mud and 
blood from face—remounted—went on— 
won,” wrote Brown in the caption describing 
the naU-biting ending of the race.
